Two decades later, 
bathhouse debate 
still resonates

T wenty years ago on October 9, 1984, 
then-San Francisco Health Director 
Dr. Mervyn Silverman ordered 14 of 
the city’s gay bathhouses, sex clubs, 
and bookstores with private rooms to 
close down. Within five hours of Silverman 
issuing his order “to abate a public nuisance,” 
the businesses had reopened and the debate 
on how to deal with the burgeoning AIDS 
crisis moved from the corridors of City Hall 
to the courthouse. 

The rulings of those court cases and Sil¬ 
verman’s decision changed forever a storied 
part of San Francisco’s gay community. 



Though the 
final demise of 
the city’s gay 
bathhouses 
wouldn’t come 
until years later, 
the regulations 
implemented 
in 1984 remain 

to this day. _ 

And so does 

the debate on whether those regulations had 
any impact on stopping the spread of the 
disease. As the years since have sadly proven, 
AIDS remains a significant health threat, de¬ 
spite the absence of bathhouses.

candidates on the issue of school assignment, 
the district’s legally obligated method of di¬ 
versifying school enrollments. 

The 11 candidates (of 12 running) who 
took part in the forum unanimously agreed 
that balancing accommodation of students’ 
first five school choices with commuting fac¬ 
tors, while also agreeing to wait on recom¬ 
mendations from a school assignment task 
force. 

Jill Wynns, a 12-year incumbent on the 
board, noted that more people choose 
schools that are not in their neighborhood as 
their first choice. She championed raising the 
viability of troubled schools such as Balboa 
High School and Mission High School. 

“Offer a variety of alternatives, magnet 
schools, and vocational high schools,” sug¬ 
gested Log Cabin Republican member Joel 
Springer III. “Students should mix. Teach tol¬ 
erance and respect and respect cultural back¬ 
grounds and gender.” 

Incumbent Mark Sanchez, who teaches 
outside of the district, suggested viewing un¬ 
derlying causes of segregation in economi¬ 
cally depressed neighborhood housing pat¬ 
terns. 

“I listen to parent hardships in commu¬ 
nity meetings,” said incumbent Eric Mar, la¬ 


beling himself a “20-year activist for deseg¬ 
regation.” 

“Let’s respect the opinions of parent 
groups,” said candidate Jane Kim. “Equity is 
the real issue.” She talked about the undue 
burden placed on parents who choose 
schools outside their neighborhood. “Let’s 
make diversity more of a value in school, 
make ethnic studies a priority in the cur¬ 
riculum.” 

One candidate discussed travel time for 
students. 

“We need express busses, like commuters 
have,” said Larry Kane, a high school 
wrestling coach. He said some of his students 
travel an hour and a half by bus from the 
Bayview. 

Heather Hiles, who was appointed to the 
board by Mayor Gavin Newsom in January, 
advocated “real integration to have truly ex¬ 
cellent schools,” and chastised segregation 
between public and private schools. She 
strongly advocates support for “Dream” 
schools, which started this year. 

“The diversity issue is crucial,” said high 
school principal and candidate David Wein¬ 
er. “They’re willing to drive farther for high 
quality. Let’s look at the balance between par-

Racism protest 
draws 200 to Castro

U ast Friday, October 1, 
around happy hour time, 
Jack Davis was sitting inside 
SF Badlands looking out the open 
window, when protesters sudden¬ 
ly gathered outside chanting, 
“Hey, hey, ho, ho! Racism has got 
to go!” 

Defiantly, Davis stuck both 
hands out the window, pointing 
his thumbs down. He explained to 
the Bay Area Reporter that he had 
been coming to SF Badlands for 
over 20 years and that “those 
queens out there just got it wrong. 
Badlands has always had a diverse 
crowd.” But when asked if he 
would say whether the crowd was 
diverse on that particular night, 
Davis scanned the bar and replied, 
“I don’t know - haven’t done a 
survey.” 

SF Badlands, which is current¬ 
ly under investigation by the San 
Francisco Human Rights Com¬ 
mission concerning allegations of 
racial discrimination, is but one of 
the most recent examples in the 
long history of racism in the Cas¬ 
tro, according to organizers of the 
protest march that Davis thumbed 
down. One of the organizers, 
Zwazzi Sowo of Black Rap and the 
San Francisco LGBT Pride board, 
said that on three different occa¬ 
sions she has been called a “nig¬ 
ger” in the Castro. 

“I was active in the civil rights 
movement,” she added. “And I 
have not experienced the things I 
have experienced just walking 
through the Castro.” 

Similarly, Calvin Gipson, a 
longtime gay activist in San Fran¬ 
cisco, told the B.A.R. that he, too, 
had personally experienced 
racism when SF Badlands staff ac¬ 
cused him of stealing a jacket that 
actually belonged to him. He also 
told protest marchers just before 
they left the LGBT Community 
Center on Market Street that the 
Castro was in danger of becoming 
“boring, because we have this fab¬ 
ric of beautiful people who are 
told, ‘you don’t belong unless you 
look exactly like me.’” 

The march was the result of the 
efforts of a coalition of several 
groups, including San Francisco 
LGBT Pride, Black Rap, And Cas¬ 
tro for All, the Harvey Milk LGBT 
Democratic Club, International 
Answer, the Asian Pacific Islander 
Queer Women and Transgender

Coalition, and the Gay Asian Pa¬ 
cific Alliance. Organizers chose 
the theme of “Speak Out Against 
Racism and Discrimination in the 
LGBT Community. Stand Up for 
Inclusion.” 

According to Sowo, “There’s 
sickness at every level of our com¬ 
munity - in our board rooms of 
gay organizations, in our staff, in 
the way we recruit volunteers, in 
visible symbols, in all the visual 
items of the gay community. They 
are all predominantly white.” 

For activists like Sowo, the cul¬ 
ture of white supremacy in the 
LGBT community forces people 
of color to assimilate in subtle but 
profoundly dehumanizing ways 
by “laughing at jokes with white 
people about people of color, by 
not speaking up for people of 
color who are discriminated 
against, by feeling ashamed of 
who they are, whether it’s Asian, 
Latino, or African American.” 

Following the warm-up rally at 
the LGBT center, where Sowo and 
Gipson spoke, about 200 
marchers took over Market Street 
at rush hour on their way to Har¬ 
vey Milk Plaza, where a second 
rally was held before everyone 
headed to SF Badlands. In be¬ 
tween the spirituals “Total Praise” 


and “We Shall Overcome,” per¬ 
formed by the Transcendence 
Gospel Choir and the San Fran¬ 
cisco Gay Men’s Chorus, Lea Arel¬ 
lano of Human Solutions spoke 
about how racism circulates not 
merely in the actions of those who 
exclude others but also in the si¬ 
lence and inaction of allies. She 
quoted the words of Martin 
Luther King Jr., who said: “In the 
end, we’ll remember not the 
words of our enemies, but the si¬ 
lence of our friends.” 

Arellano also explained how 
racism is built on the same for¬ 
mula as homophobia, suggesting 
that gay racism was a kind of self- 
hatred. 

HRC Commissioner Cecilia 
Chang echoed Arellano’s definition 
of inclusion when she addressed 
the marchers at Harvey Milk Plaza, 
saying that San Francisco is a city 
where “we can be ourselves.” 
Chang noted the connection be¬ 
tween marriage equality and an¬ 
tiracism efforts. “We are here to 
celebrate our diversity,” she said. 
“But we are one community.” 

Gipson, however, felt strongly 
that too much has been made 
about the marriage equality 
movement as inheriting the man-

I n his bid to become San Fran¬ 
cisco’s first transgender elect¬ 
ed to the Board of Supervisors, 
Robert Haaland has a several 
thousand dollar edge over the 
other leading candidates in the 
race to replace retiring Supervisor 
Matt Gonzalez. 

Running for the District 5 seat, 
which runs from Hayes Valley up 
through the Haight and Inner 
Sunset, Haaland raised $46,219 in 


the latest reporting period cover¬ 
ing June through September. 
Helping Haaland, a labor activist 
and former president of the Har¬ 
vey Milk LGBT Democratic Club, 
are Janet and Clint Reilly, himself 
a former mayoral candidate, giv¬ 
ing $500 each; Supervisor Aaron 
Peskin, who gave $500; Eileen 
Hansen, who lost two bids to be¬ 
come District 8 supervisor, with 
$250; and Laura Spanjian, co¬ 
chair of the Alice B. Toklas LGBT 
Democratic Club, who gave $250. 

Haaland, who received an en¬ 


dorsement from the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter this week, also garnered 
support from two contributors 
with ties to the paper: Paul Mel- 
bostad, B.A.R. legal counsel, gave 
$500 and Vicky Kolakowski, who 
married B.A.R. news editor Cyn¬ 
thia Laird this past winter, gave 
$ 100 . 

Closing in on Haaland’s lead in 
the money race is Ross Mirkarimi, 
who reported raising $41,270 over 
the summer months. Topping his 
list of contributors were the

Cops ID suspect in Pendulum case

ffljp he death of a man who was 
p found unconscious two 
m weeks ago in the Pendulum 
bar in the Castro has officially 
been ruled a homicide this week 
and police say they have identified 
a suspect. 

City resident Jay Michael Car¬ 
bone, 52, died at Davies Medical 
Center on Saturday, September 25. 
Two days earlier, he had gotten into 
a fight in the bar over his decision 


to sunbathe nude in the bar’s back 
patio. Paramedics were called to 
the bar after a bartender was alert¬ 
ed that Carbone was unconscious 
in the back patio, police said. 

San Francisco Police Homicide 
Inspector Herman Jones told the 
Bay Area Reporter that he planned 
to meet with the District Attor¬ 
ney’s office on Wednesday, Octo¬ 
ber 6 to obtain an arrest warrant 
for the man investigators believe 
is responsible for Carbone’s death. 
Jones declined to name the sus¬ 
pect out of concern that he would 


flee the area. At press time, police 
could not confirm whether an ar¬ 
rest had been made. 

Jones said that the Medical Ex¬ 
aminer’s office has determined 
that Carbone, who was white, died 
as the result of “blunt force in¬ 
juries” to his head. 

A bartender told police that 
Carbone first entered the Pendu¬ 
lum about 2 p.m. on Thursday, 
September 23. Carbone ordered 
his first drink when he entered the 
bar. He ordered his second drink

T he grassroots group working 
to get a sculpture of the late 
Supervisor Harvey Milk 
placed in City Hall is holding its 
inaugural event Thursday, Octo¬ 
ber 14 in an effort to boost 
fundraising for the project. 

The event takes place from 7 to 
10 p.m. at the LGBT Community 
Center, 1800 Market Street, in San 
Francisco. 

Work first started on the pro¬ 
ject last year, when Board of Su¬ 
pervisors President Matt Gonza¬ 
lez launched a fundraising drive.

Reillys, who along with Green 
Party member and presidential 
candidate Ralph Nader’s running 
mate Peter Camejo, each gave 
$500; former police chief Richard 
Hongisto and former district at¬ 
torney Terance Hallinan also gave 
$500 each. SEIU Local 535 kicked 
in $500 for Mirkarimi’s campaign 
with both the Green Party and the 
San Francisco Late Night Coali¬ 
tion giving him $250. 

Bill Barnes, a former AIDS czar 
to Mayor Willie Brown who took 
a leave from his job as an aide to 
Supervisor Chris Daly to run his 
campaign, reported raising 
$20,410. Top donors to Barnes in¬ 
clude BART board member Tom 
Radulovich, engineer Veronica 
Campbell and contractors Tony 
Shiel and Bryan Birmingham, 
who all gave $500. Hallinan and 


his former deputy district attor¬ 
ney Jim Hammer both gave $100 
while Health Director Dr. Mitch 
Katz gave $200. 

Trailing behind her opponents 
is Lisa Feldstein, who raised 
$11,770 and reported taking out a 
$15,000 loan to pay for her cam¬ 
paign. 

In District 9, where Tom Ammi- 
ano is fighting to keep his seat on 
the board, one of his opponents has 
apparently scored points with the 
San Francisco 49ers. With Ammi- 
ano supporting a ballot measure 
that would restrict the football 
team from selling the naming 
rights to the stadium, his challenger 
Miguel Bustos picked up several 
contributions from the team. 

Bustos, who reported raising 
$15,445 over the last three 
months, received $500 from the 
49ers organization, as well as $100 
donations from Murlan Fowell, 
the team’s vice president of oper¬ 
ations and Jim Mercurio, director 


of stadium operations. He also 
took in $500 from the San Fran¬ 
cisco Police Officers Association 
and from Jay Shaffer, vice presi¬ 
dent ofWine.com. One notable 
name on his list of donors: Bettie 
Currie, former White House sec¬ 
retary during Bill Clinton’s presi¬ 
dency, who gave $100 to Bustos, a 
former employee in the Clinton 
administration. 

Practically dead even with Bus¬ 
tos in the cash race is Renee 
Saucedo, who reported $15,425 
for her summer haul. Topping her 
list of contributors were the city’s 
taxi drivers association, which 
gave $500, and the Green Party, 
which gave $250. 

Ammiano reported raising 
$4,910 during the same time 
frame, with most of his support 
from various unions, which 
kicked in $2,500 to his campaign. 

The figures reported do not in¬ 
clude public financing the candi¬ 
dates have received. ▼

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Oakland Pride Sunday

7 apping off a diverse lineup 
of late summer Pride events 
in the East Bay, the city of 
Oakland is sponsoring an Out in 
Oakland celebration Sunday, Oc¬ 
tober 10 in the city’s Lake Merritt 
Parkway District. 

“We’re very excited Ilene 
Chaiken, producer of Showtime’s 
The L Word, will be on hand to in¬ 
troduce our headlining musical 
act, Betty,” said event spokesman 
Harry Hamilton. This is the first 
year the city of Oakland has 
played host to its own Pride event, 
which organizers hope will appeal 
to diverse groups within the com¬ 
munity. 

Previously, the privately pro¬ 
duced East Bay Pride was held in 
Oakland. 

Oakland City Council member 
Danny Wan is also positioning the 
event as an opportunity to intro¬ 
duce members of the LGBT com¬ 
munity to the Lake Merritt Park¬ 
way neighborhood, which he 
hopes will become the centerpiece 
of an LGBT-focused economic re¬ 
development project. “LGBT 
community members have been 
saying they wish there were more 
gay-friendly places to go and shop 
at [in Oakland],” said Wan, who is 
openly gay. “This event is a way for 
people to get to know the neigh¬ 
borhood, as well as give feedback 
about specific businesses and 
amenities they’d like to see devel¬ 
oped.” 

Detractors claim that predom¬ 
inantly gay neighborhoods have 


emerged organically, not through 
city planning but as a result of so¬ 
cioeconomic forces that fostered 
LGBT households to move into 
and improve previously depressed 
areas. Pointing to San Francisco’s 
Castro and New York’s Chelsea 
neighborhoods, and small town 
Wilton Manors, Florida, as exam¬ 
ples in which gays and lesbians 
moved into neighborhoods prior 
to gentrification, some feel the 
municipal support for a new 
LGBT neighborhood in Oakland 
is a thinly veiled effort to raise 
property values. The councilman 
himself was recently quoted as 
saying that a gay district in Oak¬ 
land could “turn a tumble-down 
neighborhood into an economic 
and social hot spot.” 

Wan insists that the project’s 
motivation is to service the needs 
of the community, citing Oak¬ 
land’s recent second-place ranking 
of the highest concentration of 
same-sex couples in a large metro 
area from The Gay and Lesbian 
Atlas. “This is a city-sponsored 
event to help achieve an Oakland- 
focused LGBT community,” said 
Wan. “By focusing our efforts and 
showing businesses that we have a 
large population of LGBT families 
... we can encourage them to begin 
catering to those families’ needs.” 

Introducing the Lake Merritt 
Parkway District to the LGBT 
community isn’t the only attrac¬ 
tion at the festivities. Out in Oak¬ 
land plans to celebrate the large 
diversity among Oakland’s LGBT 
population by featuring perfor¬ 
mances catering to a wide range of 
tastes. Musical entertainment will 


be provided by Betty, a five-piece 
pop rock alternative band fronted 
by three full-on females; Julia Ser- 
ano, a local musician and spoken 
word artist; homo-hop group 
Deep Dickollective; Momma’s 
Boyz, a hip-hop drag king perfor¬ 
mance group; vocalist Mark Wei- 
gle; and Linda Tillery, Bay Area 
vocalist and percussionist. Addi¬ 
tional entertainment will be pro¬ 
vided by DJ Kaliente, Omeyocan, 
burlesque group Harlem Shake, 
and Afia Walking Tree and Spirit 
Drumz. 

The celebration also hopes to 
draw families with children, fea¬ 
turing face painting and interac¬ 
tive art activities produced by the 
nationally recognized Oakland 
Museum of Children’s Art 
(MOCHA). “We are a very fami¬ 
ly-oriented community, and chil¬ 
dren are a very important part of 
that mix,” said Hamilton. 

The Gay & Lesbian Atlas 
ranked Oakland third among 
large metropolitan areas with the 
highest concentration of same-sex 
couples with children. 

Out in Oakland is a free event, 
from 3 to 7 p.m. in Oakland’s Lake 
Merritt Parkway District, 18th 
Street at Lakeshore Avenue. Com¬ 
plementary parking and shuttle 
service is available at the Henry J. 
Kaiser Event Center, 10 Tenth 
Street. The event center is within 
walking distance of the Lake Mer¬ 
ritt BART station; the Pride cele¬ 
bration site is accessible on the 14 
and 15 AC Transit lines. For more 
information, visit www.busi- 
ness 2 oakland.com/parkwaypride 
or call (510) 444-2489.

I n the races for San Francisco supervisor, 
school board, and community college 
board, several candidates stand out 
above the rest. Last month, the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter met with several candidates for vari¬ 
ous races, and came away impressed with 
their support for the LGBT community and 
their knowledge of issues facing their dis¬ 
tricts and the city as a whole. In a few cases, 
we are recommending more than one can¬ 
didate, in accordance with ranked 
choice voting that will be in effect , 

for the election. In most cases, . 
however, we have selected a single • 
candidate. The following are our « 
recommendations: 

BOARD OF SUPERVISORS 


District 1 
Lillian Sing 



Sing, a retired Superior 
Court judge, is a solid candidate who will 
represent the district well. An early member 
of the Gay Asian Pacific Alliance, Sing has 
long fought against discrimination and was 
the first Asian American judge in Northern 
California. Sing told us that quality of life 
issues are a major factor in the district race, 
and wants to find more creative ways to in¬ 
crease parking along Fulton Street and in 
commercial corridors. She describes herself 
as more moderate than incumbent Jake Mc- 
Goldrick but added that “I am not running 
against him; I am running for myself.” Sing 
supports same-sex marriage and, moreover, 
has a good working relationship with Mayor 
Gavin Newsom, who has endorsed her. 

District 2 

Michela Alioto-Pier 

Alioto-Pier, who was appointed by New¬ 
som to fill his seat on the board after he was 
elected mayor, needs to run to keep her po¬ 
sition on the board. She was a solid choice 
when Newsom appointed her, and voters in 
the district should elect her next month. She 
faces no serious challengers. 

District 3 
Aaron Peskin 

Peskin faces no serious opposition in the 
race. A hard worker, he has supported LGBT 
issues on the board and has proven to be an 
effective representative. 


District 5 

Robert Haaland (first choice) 

Bill Barnes (second choice) 

Earlier this year when Board of Supervi¬ 
sors President Matt Gonzalez decided not to 
seek re-election, he left the District 5 race 
wide open. With 22 candidates in the race, 
the winner will represent arguably the most 
progressive district in the city. Haaland and 
Barnes, both Democratic candidates, would 

each be effective. 

Haaland, a transgender labor or¬ 
ganizer, has years of experience 
building coalitions, as evidenced by 
endorsements from both Assembly- 
man Mark Leno (D-San Francisco) 
and his onetime primary rival, former 
Supervisor Harry Britt. If elected, it 
is believed he would be the first 
out transgender elected offi¬ 
cial in the country. Haaland 
has a solid grasp on the inner 
workings of City Hall and can 
deliver for the district. As a transgender 
man, Haaland is acutely aware of discrimi¬ 
nation issues in the community. Also, Haa¬ 
land told us he is focused on quality of life 
issues in District 5, such as getting more 
community policing in place and keeping 
beat officers on their routes for a longer pe¬ 
riod, such as six months (right now, officers 
don’t have to work the same beat). That way, 
officers will get to know merchants, resi¬ 
dents, and be in a position to offer substan¬ 
tive assistance to improve neighborhoods. 

Haaland’s record on LGBT civil rights is¬ 
sues is deep - he’s a former president of the 
Harvey Milk LGBT Democratic Club - and 
he would be an excellent fit for District 5. 

Barnes is an openly gay African Ameri¬ 
can living with HIV; if elected, he would be 
the first out HIV-positive supervisor on the 
board. A seven-year resident of San Fran¬ 
cisco, Barnes got his start in local govern¬ 
ment as the city’s AIDS czar under former 
Mayor Willie Brown. Most recently he 
served as Supervisor Chris Daly’s legislative 
aide, and has taken a leave from that job 
during the campaign. Barnes told us he is 
different from Daly, who has a reputation as 
somewhat of a hothead on the board who 
frequently spars with the mayor. Barnes 
said, “I like this mayor,” and is supportive of 
homeless policies if the general assistance 
cash is replaced with services. He also sees 
the need to fund nonprofits that deal with 


substance abuse, but acknowledged recent 
financial troubles with a couple of the agen¬ 
cies and supports audits of such programs 
that receive city funding. 

Barnes demonstrates a good knowledge 
of City Hall and would serve the district 
well. 

In line with ranked choice voting, we’re 
recommending that voters select Haaland 
for their first choice and Barnes for their 
second. 

District 7 
Sean Elsbernd 

Appointed to the Board of Supervisors 
in August (to replace Tony Hall, who be¬ 
came director of Treasure Island), Elsbernd 
is a District 7 native who once bagged gro¬ 
ceries at Tower Market. While Elsbernd once 
worked as Hall’s aide before becoming the 
mayor’s liaison to the board, he emphatical¬ 
ly told us that he does not share Hall’s posi¬ 
tion on all issues. Most notably, Elsbernd 
was in favor of the ordinance allowing med¬ 
ical benefits for transgender city workers. 
Hall famously voted against the legislation, 
although Elsbernd said that he invited sup¬ 
porters of the plan to meet with Hall to dis¬ 
cuss the measure. “I have zero intent of re¬ 
versing that,” he said when we asked his po¬ 
sition. 

Unlike Hall, Elsbernd supports same-sex 
marriage. He said that during his time 
working for the mayor, the “Winter of Love” 
earlier this year when gay and lesbian cou¬ 
ples were married, was one of the happiest 
times he’d ever witnessed at City Hall. 

Elsbernd wants to serve a full four-year 
term, and identified several key issues in his 
district: traffic and pedestrian safety; graffi¬ 
ti; blighted blocks; and other quality of life 
concerns. He is also interested in working to 
help more people become first time home- 
buyers. 

Newsom made an excellent choice in ap¬ 
pointing Elsbernd to the board and District 
7 voters should elect him to a full term. 

District 9 

Tom Ammiano (first choice) 

Miguel Bustos (second choice) 

Supervisor Tom Ammiano has a solid 
record on the Board of Supervisors and has 
long worked to make the city a better place

SF ballot measures 


Below are our recommendations on San 
Francisco ballot measures. 

Proposition A - Affordable Housing 
Bonds-Yes 

This is a consensus measure that ad¬ 
dresses three critical San Francisco issues: 
chronic homelessness, affordable rental 
housing, and home ownership. 

Proposition B - Historical Preservation 
Bonds - Yes 

This provides necessary funding to reha¬ 
bilitate and restore historic San Francisco 
resources that make the city unique. It’s an 
investment in infrastructure. 

Proposition C - Health Service System - 
No 

An unnecessary and duplicative propos¬ 
al that turns control of benefits and costs 
over to those who directly benefit. 

Proposition D - Changes to City Charter 
- No 

This is not just a housekeeping measure. 
There are six different charter changes pro¬ 
posed - some good, some bad. They should 
be broken out and proposed individually. 

Proposition E - Police and Fire Survivor 
Benefits - Yes 

This measure affects survivor benefits for 
police and firefighters who die in the line of 
duty. A compassionate community owes 
this to the families of those who have died in 
exposing themselves to physical risk in ser¬ 
vice to the public. 


Proposition F - Noncitizen Voting School 
Board Elections - No 

While we are supportive of any measure 
that would increase a parent’s involvement 
in his/her child’s education, this proposition 
is in clear violation of the California Con¬ 
stitution. The issue should be addressed by 
a state constitutional amendment, not by a 
local proposition. 

Proposition G - Health Plans for City 
Residents - Yes 

Lack of health insurance for 45 million 
Americans is a national shame. Proposition 
G is a measured approach to permit the 
city’s Health Services Board to research and 
make recommendations on how best to de¬ 
velop resident health insurance. 

Proposition H - Naming the Stadium at 
Candlestick Point - No 

Selling naming rights to a sports facility 
is a painless and common way to finance 
vital city services. 

Proposition I - Economic Analysis of 
Legislation - Yes 

This will provide needed information to 
the Board of Supervisors about pending leg¬ 
islation. More information is always better 
than less. 

Proposition J - Sales Tax Increase - Yes 

Companion measure to Proposition K, 
this increase in city sales tax from 8.5 per¬ 
cent to 8.75 percent is part of the budget cri¬ 
sis resolution prepared by the mayor and 
the Board of Supervisors. It’s unpleasant but 


necessary to keep vital city services. 

Proposition K - Business Tax - Yes 

This imposes a 0.1 percent gross receipts 
tax on businesses grossing over $500,000 
annually. It spreads the pain in trying to ad¬ 
dress the city’s financial crisis. 

Proposition L - Use of Hotel Tax to Pre¬ 
serve Movie Theaters - No 

A badly thought out proposal to take $8 
million to $9 million from the city’s Gener¬ 
al Fund and give it to a private, untested or¬ 
ganization. There is no accountability. 

Proposition N - Withdrawing U.S. Mili¬ 
tary Personnel from Iraq - Yes 

While the solution proposed may not 
recognize the complexity of all the issues in¬ 
volved, we strongly support any expression 
of opposition to this sad and unnecessary 
blunder of American foreign policy. 

Proposition 0 - Use of Sales Tax Funds - Yes 

A nonbinding statement of policy to the 
mayor and Board of Supervisors that the 
revenue generated from increasing the sales 
tax (Proposition J) be spent in certain vital 
city services that would benefit low-income 
and vulnerable communities. 

Proposition AA - BART General Obliga¬ 
tion Bond - Yes 

This is a $980 million, three-county gener¬ 
al obligation bond paid from property tax rev¬ 
enues to do necessary upgrades to BART as 
well as improvements to certain underground 
Muni Metro lines in San Francisco.

Living out

E very year since its inception, 
National Coming Out Day- 
held on October 11 - has 
been a time of particular impor¬ 
tance to young gay people who are 
just beginning to accept their sex¬ 
uality or share it with family and 
friends. But for those of us who 
acknowledged our sexual orienta¬ 
tion long ago, the challenge is not 
how to come out, but how to “live 
out” in a society that makes it hard 
to do so. 

We all know the gay mantra: 
“Coming out is a lifelong process.” 
Indeed, there is inevitably always 
someone new in our lives to come 
out to, since society in general is 
set up for straight people, most of 
whom will automatically assume 
we’re heterosexual until they’re 
told otherwise. 

But the discomfiting thing 
is, you can be as out as you 
think is humanly possible 
and still occasionally have to 
hide who you are. Just the 
other day, my partner was at 
work, I was alone in the 
house with a young re¬ 
pairman I’d never 
met, and I nervously 
took down our 
domestic- 
partner certifi¬ 
cate, which I 
knew he would 

come in contact with and I didn’t 
particularly want to share. 

I felt ashamed for doing it; 
after all, I’m a very public lesbian 
writer who addresses gay themes, 
and I’ve been out to my parents 
for 20 years. Even ^o, there are 
good reasons that many gay peo¬ 
ple, myself included, occasionally 
run for the safety of the closet. 
Given that we’re not equal under 
the law, given that in extreme sit¬ 
uations some of us have been 
killed for being who we are, fear 
can be a big factor in our lives. If 
you talk openly about your same- 
sex partner at work, will some re¬ 
ligious-fanatic coworker slap you 
with a sexual harassment suit? (I 
know a woman that happened to.) 
And who’s to say the jovial repair 
guy doesn’t bash queers for fun on 
Saturday nights? 

But there’s yet another kind of 
fear that can make our closet 
doors swing shut again, at least 
temporarily. Take the example of

Mary Cheney. 

She’s an out 
lesbian, no 
doubt about it. 

Years before 
Dick publicly 
exploited (I 
mean, ac¬ 
knowledged) 
her sexual ori¬ 
entation, she 
was openly gay 
at work, em¬ 
ployed by 
Coors Brewing 
Company as 
its lesbian and 
gay communi¬ 
ty liaison. She 
has long 
shared a home 
with partner Heather Poe and 
wears a gold wedding ring. In fact, 
Mary’s so out that by now there 
are probably very few people in 
the country who don’t know 
she’s gay. 

But then, at the Repub¬ 
lican National Convention 
last month, Mary held her 
own National Going-Back-In 
Day. Whether by personal 
choice or out of family 
pressure, she did not ap¬ 
pear on stage with the 
rest of the Ch¬ 
eneys after 
the vice pres¬ 
idential ac¬ 
ceptance 

speech, or with the Bushes during 
the closing moments of the con¬ 
vention. And my guess is that even 
if Mary had taken her rightful 
place onstage, it would have been 
without her partner. 

For this, Mary Cheney has 
been pilloried, even though gay 
people are in comparable situa¬ 
tions all the time across America. 
The big difference is that our fa¬ 
thers aren’t vice president, and our 
family dramas aren’t nationally 
televised. Consider, however, the 
times you’ve been asked by a fam¬ 
ily member to be “discreet” - say, 
when your father bemoaned your 
plans to march in the local gay- 
rights parade, because his boss 
might see you on the TV news; or 
when your mother asked you not 
to complain because your same- 
sex partner wasn’t invited to a 
family wedding. 

In a strange way, we have more 
in common with Mary Cheney 
than we would like to think. 



Maybe that’s why we all love to 
hate her so much, because she is 
us. Although I don’t agree with 
her politically, I recognize Mary - 
in myself, in my friends, in most 
of the gay people I’ve ever known 
who took a step back into the clos¬ 
et for the benefit of a straight fam¬ 
ily member, even though it cost us 
something to do it. 

The challenge, then, is how to 
be true to ourselves even when the 
straight folks in our lives ask us to 
be false. Do we sit on the sidelines, 
doing a Mary Cheney? Or do we 
launch an all-out defense of our 
“outness”? 

The most tenable approach 
probably lies in trying to stop 
these kind of family situations 
from happening in the first place. 
One concrete tactic is the theme of 
this year’s NCOD, which encour¬ 
ages speaking out to family mem¬ 
bers about our lives and our is¬ 
sues. Tellingly, a 2003 survey by 
the Human IRig'hts‘Caifipaign 
found that, although 77 percent of 
us consider ourselves openly gay, 
a mere 32 percent talk to our par¬ 
ents about our issues, and only 46 
percent broach these topics with 
our siblings. Those numbers have 
to change. If we hope to achieve 
real equality, we need our families 
as allies,’ making it easier, not 
more difficult, for us to live out. Y

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Yes on 60; no on 62

W ith more than a dozen 
statewide initiatives to be 
determined on the No¬ 
vember 2 ballot, some mean more 
than others. Among the most im¬ 
portant of those to defeat on Elec¬ 
tion Day is Proposition 62. In some 
districts throughout the state, 
Proposition 62 would require De¬ 
mocrats to spend their time, 
money, and energy fighting other 
Democrats in general elections, in¬ 
stead of drawing distinctions with 
Republicans. This is because, under 
Proposition 62, the top two vote- 
getters in a primary, regardless of 
political party, would face off again 
in the general election. 

Currently, after a primary con¬ 
test, a Democrat typically meets a 
Republican candidate in the gen¬ 
eral election, thereby offering vot¬ 
ers a clear choice in terms of per¬ 
spective and policy focus. If 
Proposition 62 were to win next 
month, two Democrats (especial¬ 
ly in heavily Democratic areas 
like San Francisco) who 
finished one-two in the 
June primary would have 
to fight it out again in the 
November general elec¬ 
tion, focusing the de¬ 
bate on interparty 
squabbles instead of 
encouraging 
Democrats to 
work together 
on issues most 
people care about. 

Another negative side effect of 
Proposition 62 is that it hurts 
voter choice by making it much 
more difficult for lesser known 
candidates and smaller parties to 
reach the threshold of votes it 
would take to make the general 
election ballot. 

Any way you look at it, Proposi¬ 
tion 62 is a bad idea for California 
voters. A better alternative is 
Proposition 60, which was placed 
on the ballot in a bipartisan man¬ 
ner by the state Assembly in hopes 
of preserving our current system of 
primary elections that allow all 
parties’ candidates the right to have 
a voice in the general election. 

This is important - on Novem¬ 
ber 2, vote yes on Proposition 60 
and vote no on Proposition 62. 

Politics and people 

This just in: District 8 Supervi¬ 
sor Bevan Dufty told the Bay Area 
Reporter Wednesday that he has 
endorsed Robert Haaland in the 
District 5 supervisor race. “I really 
reflect on Harvey Milk a great deal 
in this job and I know in my heart 
Harvey wouldn’t let an opportuni¬ 
ty pass to get a transgender person 
in office,” Dufty said. “I think 
Robert has integrity, intelligence, 
and has conducted himself impec¬ 
cably in his campaign.” 

First debate revives Democrat¬ 
ic spirits: With more than 62 mil¬ 
lion Americans watching (the 
highest number since 1992) last 
week’s first presidential debate, 
and with polls unanimously show¬ 
ing Democratic nominee John 
Kerry a clear winner over Repub¬ 
lican George W. Bush, Democ¬ 
rats across the country are feeling 
they can retake the White House. 
Tomorrow night’s (Friday, Octo¬ 
ber 8) debate from Washington 
University in St. Louis and the 
final one on October 13 from Ari¬ 
zona State University in Tempe, 
while expected to draw somewhat 
smaller viewing numbers, will take 
on added meaning in this election. 

Editorial writers (even those 
from GOP-leaning papers) gave 
the clear edge in the first debate to 


Kerry. The Democratic challenger 
appeared relaxed and focused, 
while at all times showing respect. 
Bush, meanwhile, seemed tired, 
annoyed at even having to share 
the stage, and repeatedly (11 
times, by my count) punctuated 
his thoughts with the refrain “It’s 
hard work.” The president clearly 
appeared on the defensive during 
most of the 90-minute de¬ 
bate. Kerry, mean¬ 
while, delivered what 
most agreed was a 
powerful indictment 
of Bush’s foreign 
policy record, partic¬ 
ularly his unpopular 
war on Iraq. Tomorrow 
night’s debate 
in St. Louis 
will be that of 
a so-called 
town hall format when the candi¬ 
dates will take questions from an 
audience of voters rather than a 
seasoned moderator. My personal 
thoughts on last week’s debate? 
Kerry clearly showed the country 
a Democratic nominee who is a 
confident and visionary leader 
while Bush repeatedly engaged in 
campaign sound bites, smirked, 
and scowled while Kerry spoke, 
and paused for seemingly long pe¬ 
riods of time, appearing to be 
searching for words or, as one TV 
commentator put it: “After the 
first 15 minutes, the president ap¬ 
peared to have run out of Karl 
Rove’s one-liners.” 

And what’s up with the sons of 
former GOP presidents switching 
to Democrat Kerry? First, Ron 
Reagan said he will be voting for 
Kerry for president, and then last 
week, General John Eisenhower, 
the son of the late President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, switched 
his party affiliation of 50 years to 
endorse Kerry (could Tricia 
Nixon be next?) 

From Madrid comes word that 
despite vociferous opposition from 
the Roman Catholic Church, 
Spain’s Cabinet last week proposed 
legislation giving gay men and les¬ 
bians the right to marry and adopt 
children. If Parliament, as expected, 
passes the legislation, Spain would 
join Belgium and the Netherlands 
in legalizing gay marriage. 

I don’t usually plug paying 
events, but you must catch this: 
filmmaker Marc Huestis has put 
together a very interesting (and 
humorous) video diary of his visit 
to the four-day Republican Na¬ 
tional Convention in NYC. “Way 
Cool: RNC As Not Seen on TV” 
will be seen on Sundays at noon, 
starting October 17 at the Roxie 
Theatre, 3117 16tti Street at Va¬ 
lencia. This is a 90-minute video 
that you must see. (Only $7 ad¬ 
mission; 415-863-0611 for info). 

So, to the surprise of no one, 
the Republican-sponsored amend¬ 
ment to the Constitution to ban 
gay marriage was defeated 227 to 
186 last week, falling far short of 
the two-thirds needed to pass, but 


everyone knew it was a Republican 
ploy to begin with (only 27 GOP 
House members voted against the 
fake amendment scam, disap¬ 
pointing many Republican gay ac¬ 
tivists) and, no, I don’t know 
where Representative Jane Har¬ 
man (D-Califomia) was when the 
vote was taken; she obviously was¬ 
n’t on the House floor where she 
was supposed to be. Harman was 
one of 20 representatives who did¬ 
n’t bother to vote on the proposal. 

In Sacramento, political oper¬ 
atives are openly saying that Gov¬ 
ernor Arnold Schwarzenegger 
would appoint termed-out Re¬ 
publican state Senator Jim Brulte 
(Rancho Cucamonga) to replace 
Democratic Secretary of State 
Kevin Shelley if the embattled 
Shelley eventually resigns or is 
bounced from office. Meanwhile, 
Shelley’s troubles keep growing, 
and even some of his Democratic 
friends have expressed concern. So 
far, state and San Francisco inves¬ 
tigators have been letting the FBI 
take the lead on looking into 
charges of everything from using 
federal election funds to cam¬ 
paign to accepting illegal cam¬ 
paign contributions. State Senator 
Jackie Speier (D-Hillsborough), 
who led one of the Legislature’s 
.investigations of former Republi¬ 
can Insurance Commissioner 
Chuck Giuackenbush, last week 
said lawmakers needed to take the 
time to look into the issues raised 
and then hold hearings. Speier: “If 
it did happen, it’s very troubling; 
it’s illegal, and it’s one of those 
fundamental no-nos that we’re 
taught when you first get elected.” 

San Francisco supervisors, 
please note: The Chicago City 
Council last week unanimously 
passed an ordinance banning pan¬ 
handling within 10 feet of a bus 
stop, bank or automated teller ma¬ 
chine; in sidewalk cafes or restau¬ 
rants; on public transportation; 
and in gas stations. Panhandlers 
will also be prohibited from touch¬ 
ing or following people, blocking 
paths or entrances, using abusive 
language or panhandling in groups. 

And for those many Melissa 
Etheridge fans, we learn from the

Who was Janis Joplin?

October A, 1970 (34 years ago 
today): Janis Joplin dies of a 
heroin overdose. 

D ubbed the “Judy Garland of 
Rock,” Janis Joplin lived a 
short, tumultuous life filled 
with booze, drugs, and sex with 
both men and women. Although 
she achieved fame and fortune, 
she never got over her feeling of 
being a misfit - a struggle fa¬ 
miliar to many queers. 

Joplin was born on 
January 19, 1943, to a 
middle-class family in 
Port Arthur, Texas. As an in¬ 
telligent and creative teenag¬ 
er who struggled with 
her weight and a bad 
case of acne, she was 
cruelly taunted and 
ostracized by her 
classmates - a rejection that hurt 
her deeply. Years later on Dick 
Cavett’s TV talk show she would 
say, “They laughed me out of class, 
out of town, out of the state, 
man.” 

Joplin left home at age 17 and 
began singing in coffeehouses 
around Texas. After fraternity 
boys at the University of Texas in 
Austin voted her “Ugliest Man on 
Campus,” she dropped out and 
hitchhiked to San Francisco in 
1963, where she hung out in the 
beatnik stronghold of North 
Beach. 

In June 1966, Joplin joined the 
psychedelic rock band Big Broth¬ 
er and the Holding Company and 


became involved with the Haight- 
Ashbury hippie scene. The band 
took the nation by storm at the 
Monterey International Pop Festi¬ 
val in June 1967, and their Cheap 
Thrills album was released the fol¬ 
lowing summer. But Joplin soon 
overshadowed the group, and she 
left to form the Kozmic Blues 
Band and later the Full Tilt Boo¬ 
gie Band. 

Although not conventionally 
beautiful, Joplin became a sex 
symbol for her generation, owing 
to the raw sensual energy of 
her performances and her 
“Earth Mother” style of 
wild hair, flowing clothes, 
feathers, and jewelry. But 
her tough “blues mama” 
image concealed her un¬ 
derlying vulnerability 
and loneliness. “On¬ 
stage, I make love to 
25,000 people,” she 
once said. “Then I go 
home alone.” 

Always self-conscious about 
her appearance, Joplin sought af¬ 
firmation through sex with both 
men and women. Her male lovers 
included singers Country Joe Mc¬ 
Donald and Kris Kristofferson, 
and she was engaged to a wealthy 
Berkeley student at the time of her 
death. During her early years in 
San Francisco, she frequented 
local lesbian bars with her female 
lover, Jae Whitaker. Joplin’s 
longest same-sex relationship was 
with Peggy Caserta, who docu¬ 
mented the four-year affair in her 
1973 kiss-and-tell biography, 
Going Down with Janis (which in¬ 
cludes the infamous opening line, 


“I was stark naked, stoned out of 
my mind On heroin, and the girl 
lying between my legs giving me 
head was Janis Joplin”). 

As her fame grew, Joplin’s 
inner emptiness persisted. She 
drank heavily and became addict¬ 
ed to heroin. At age 27, she died of 
an apparently accidental overdose 
in a Los Angeles motel room on 
October 4,1970. 

Joplin has provided inspiration 
for many female rock musicians 
who followed, and she is admired 
by countless unconventional 
young people who feel alienated 
from society. When Joplin attend¬ 
ed her 10th high school reunion, 
a fan wrote in a letter to Rolling 
Stone , “All the outcasts who didn’t 
fit into the closed society that is 
the American high school knew 
she was one of us.” ▼

ents’ desire for their own prefer¬ 
ence of neighborhood and desire 
for quality” 

Proposition F 

Next, the candidates sparsed 
out opinions on Proposition F on 
the November ballot that would 
give noncitizens the right to vote 
in school board elections in the 
city. 

Candidate Norman Yee pro¬ 
moted giving parents a voice, the 
right, for example, to say to the 
school district - change some¬ 
thing for my child, but added that 
voting is just one element of par¬ 
ent participation. 

Wynns and Weiner raised the 
concern that moving the school 
board elections outside the regu¬ 
lar election cycle might disenfran¬ 
chise voters. “Noncitizens should 
vote in all elections,” said Wynns. 
“We have an obligation to do 
more to get parents engaged.” 

“We involve parents whether 
they’re citizens or not,” said Wein¬ 
er of his school. 

“I favor making them citizens,” 
said candidate Starchild. “Noncit¬ 
izens pay taxes, follow laws, come 
here for a better life.” He called the 
lack of documentation an “artifi¬ 
cial distinction.” 

“Citizenship entails the right to 
vote,” said Springer. “There are 
thousands of ways for parents to 
be involved.” 

Mar estimated that 18,000 ad¬ 
ditional people could vote if 
Proposition F passes. “Elevate par¬ 
ent voices,” he urged. 

“If we’re not going after votes, 
then we’re not accountable,” said 
Kim. 

“My colleagues, play politics, 
and this is an example,” said Hiles. 
She criticized the 10 hours the 
board discussed the proposition at 
a recent meeting and suggested 
job training programs and more 
bilingual staff as alternatives to 
voting rights. 

“No Child Left Behind left 
children behind,” said Hiles, refer¬ 
ring to President Bush’s education 
law. She pledged to continue sub¬ 
mitting federal grant proposals 
that equalize funding of urban 
schools, better leverage philan¬ 
thropic aid, and threw out ideas to 
open playgrounds after school. 

Kane advised seeking 100 per¬ 
cent reimbursement for the free 
lunch program, instead of the cur¬ 
rent 30 percent and better lever¬ 
aging resources of the city, com¬ 
munity groups, business, and 
Muni. 

Mar said that schools should 
be prioritized over prison spend¬ 
ing. 

“It is the responsibility of the 
school board to get the biggest 
bang for our buck,” said Wynns. 
“It takes work and skill-building 
to get additional funding.” 

Libertarian Starchild called 
raising money through increased 
taxes irresponsible. 

Kim suggested making Muni 
free to students and criticized 
funds for increased antigang ef¬ 
forts bringing police into the mid¬ 
dle schools, instead of offering 
more student counseling. 

Springer said, predictably, that

he was “not in favor of raising 
taxes unless as a last resort” but fa¬ 
vored businesses adopting 
schools. “Every principal is an en¬ 
trepreneur,” reads his campaign 
materials. 

Weiner said he deals personal¬ 
ly with the decision of whether to 
cut music, PE, or class size when 
budgets are reduced. 

Weiner touted his achievement 
in raising math and reading pro¬ 
ficiency among his school’s lowest 
performing African American stu¬ 
dents and said the solution was al¬ 
locating resources (or the weight¬ 
ed student formula to tailor fund¬ 
ing for academic achievement) to 
the most needy for after school lit¬ 
eracy experts, reading coaches. “I 
want to replicate this throughout 
the district,” he said. 

LGBT issues 

To the question “What should 
we do to give transgender students 
equal access?” the four queer can¬ 
didates and a few members of the 
sparse LGBT center audience 
identified personally with the 
issue. 

Sanchez spoke for all the hope¬ 
ful saying, “I’m proud to be in a 
city where we embrace all stu¬ 
dents,” calling this district “ahead 
of the game,” and recalled his fear 
factor as a 1980s high schooler. 

Proclaiming herself “an out 
lesbian since age 18,” Hiles also 
called peer to peer counseling and 
strong role models the most “im¬ 
pactful and effective” for children 
grappling with sexual identity is¬ 
sues. 

“I wish programs like this ex¬ 
isted in the 1960s - I would have 
come out sooner,” said Springer. 

Starchild, a bisexual, called his 
East Bay middle school years, “the 
worst years of my life, based on 
my nonconformity.” He called for 
a zero tolerance policy for bully¬ 
ing and made a connection with 
harassment based on class. 

The gay-friendly candidates 
also spoke to the issue. 

Kim said the LGBT youth she 
works with tell her that teachers 
make homophobic comments. 
“When the student population is 
coming out at younger age and 
more confident, even in middle 
school.” 

She also called for unisex bath¬ 
rooms in all schools. 

“We make it a community ef¬ 
fort,” said Weiner, who promoted 
his school’s upcoming first LGBT 
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Pride assembly. “We want to wel¬ 
come gay people at the elementary 
level so children see people with 
all experiences.” 

“We have the best support ser¬ 
vices for youth in the country,” 
said Wynns, recalling the board 
passing a policy against discrimi¬ 
nation of transgender youth. 

Kane told of an incident when 
Bayview and Mission students re¬ 
fused to attend a post-wrestling 
match party at his Castro District 
home, and suggested more peer to 
peer workshops and leadership at 
the teacher level. 

Mar spoke of transgender East 
Bay teenager Gwen Araujo’s mur¬ 
der and made the connection be¬ 
tween homophobia and anti-im¬ 
migrant sentiment. He praised the 
role of community-based groups 
like the Lavender Youth Recre¬ 
ation and Information Center and 
called for more conflict resolution 
and professional development 
training. T

A quiet

N ational Coming Out Day, 
held every October 11 to 
commemorate the an¬ 
niversary of the 1987 March on 
Washington for gay and lesbian 
equality, is typically celebrated na¬ 
tionwide through workshops, ral¬ 
lies, and special events aimed at 
increasing LGBT visibility, and to 
inspire closeted or questioning in¬ 
dividuals with a sense of commu¬ 
nity. 

But finding a place to celebrate 
in San Francisco this year might 
leave some wondering if all the 
closets have emptied. 

A review of several communi¬ 
ty calendars very few celebrations 
for National Coming Out day this 
year. “If the idea is that nobody in 
the Bay Area’s no longer in the 
closet, that’s certainly not true,” 
said Thom Lynch, executive direc¬ 
tor of the San Francisco LGBT 
Community Center. “We try to 
provide a safe place and opportu¬ 
nity for people to come out all the 
time, but having one day wholly 
focused on the issue helps remind 
people that coming out is impor¬ 
tant.” 

Lynch said he’s bothered that 
the center isn’t doing anything 
special for NCOD, and plans to 
work with community organiza¬ 
tions or the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign for next year’s celebration. 
HRC has traditionally sponsored 
events and initiatives like NCOD 
through its HRC Foundation. Past 
celebrations have included rallies 
with celebrity guests, and special 
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coming out day 


CD and DVD releases. But HRC 
has no major national events 
planned this year. 

According to John Lake, local 
HRC chapter representative, the 
organization’s focus has been cen¬ 
tered on fighting the Federal Mar¬ 
riage Amendment, and backing 
LGBT-supportive election cam¬ 
paigns. “By concentrating on voter 
education and helping create a 
politically GLBT-friendly environ¬ 
ment, it becomes safer for more 
people to come out,” said Lake. 
The HRC Foundation’s national 
theme for this year’s coming out 
day is “Come Out. Speak Out. 
Vote” to encourage out LGBT 
Americans to talk to their friends 
and families about public policy 
issues and the fight for equality. 

Bay Area events 

The city of Oakland is bucking 
the no celebration trend by spon¬ 
soring a Pride festival on October 
10 in the Lake Merritt Parkway 
district. Featuring food, musical 
entertainment, and family activi¬ 


ties, “Out in Oakland” is promot¬ 
ed as a celebration of the entire 
LGBT community [see story, page 
5]. 

The evening of October 11, 
San Francisco State University’s 
Queer Alliance is sponsoring a 
campus event, “Come Out and 
Celebrate Yourself.” According to 
event organizer Courtney Hos- 
mon, the event will be a celebra¬ 
tion for the entire community 
with music and speakers sharing 
coming out stories and experi¬ 
ences. U.C. Berkeley’s Queer 
Council has promised a noon rally 
and a host of campus events 
throughout the week, although 
none were confirmed by press 
time. 

Other area events include a 
special National Coming Out Day 
reception and comedy show host¬ 
ed by QComedy during its regu¬ 
larly-scheduled Monday night 
Queer Comedy event at the San 
Francisco LGBT center. Visit 
www.sfcenter.org for more infor¬ 
mation.

Oops, Google search snafu 
sends visitors to ex-gay site

T his week people searching 
for coming out information 
using the PlanetOut Net¬ 
work’s “enhanced by Google” 
search engines have been directed 
to a Web site for I Do Exist as a 
preferred link. I Do Exist, a con¬ 
troversial film by ex-gay groups, is 
being promoted by its producers 
for school screenings nationwide 
during the week of October 11 to 
counteract National Coming Out 
Day events. 

The 52-minute film profiles 
several people who claim to have 
given up homosexuality for a 
straight lifestyle, and features Co¬ 
lumbia University professor 
Robert Spitzer, who claims homo¬ 
sexuality is a matter of choice. Op¬ 
ponents, including the American 
Association of Psychologists, have 
discredited much of Spitzer’s re¬ 
search upon which I Do Exist is 
based. 

PlanetOut Network cited 
Google’s “AdSense” technology for 
generating the search results, and 
said they regularly report ads 
placed by antigay groups for re¬ 
moval. “It’s particularly inappro¬ 
priate to have [ex-gay] ads run on 
a site gays and lesbians depend 
upon to be a safe place,” said Plan¬ 


etOut Network spokesman Bryce 
Eberhart. 

A Google spokesperson ac¬ 
knowledged that the automated 
nature of AdSense can distribute 
ads that are inappropriate for the 
intended audience, and said the 
company was taking steps to pre¬ 
vent the link from being shown on 
Planet Out in the future. 

According to I Do Exist pro¬ 
ducer Warren Throckmorton, Na¬ 
tional Coming Out Day was 
specifically targeted “to show there 
is an alternative to homosexuali¬ 
ty.” Throckmorton said the film 
has been booked into schools and 
libraries in 45 cities. 

“That sounds completely mis¬ 
guided,” said Carolyn Laub, execu¬ 
tive director of the Gay-Straight 
Alliance Network. “The point of 
gay-straight alliance clubs and Na¬ 
tional Coming Out Day obser¬ 
vances in schools is to promote 
safety and respect among all stu¬ 
dents. Gay and lesbian students 
face a great deal of harassment 
and discrimination in their 
schools.” 

If schools promote films such 
as I Do Exist but stifle groups like 
GSA clubs, LGBT students and 
their parents can seek recourse 
through First Amendment and 
antidiscrimination lawsuits, Laub 
noted. ▼

tie of the civil rights movement.^ 

“On May 17,1 led a rally for 
gay marriage, but today I’m lead¬ 
ing a rally for the inclusion of all 
within the gay community,” Gip¬ 
son told the B.A.R. He steadfastly 
refused to compare the two move¬ 
ments, explaining, “If we can 
make such noise about gay mar¬ 
riage, then we should be making 
noise about racism” in the LGBT 
community. 

Gipson was happy that many 
people came out to the protest 
march identifying as white sup¬ 
porters of civil rights, like Max 
Killen. Killen was formerly an 
employee at SF Badlands and 
now is a witness in the ongoing 
investigation of racial discrimi¬ 
nation allegations at that bar. 


Killen said he agreed to be a wit¬ 
ness because he was “angry and 
upset about what was happening 
there” and wanted to do some¬ 
thing about it. 

Gipson hopes to see more peo¬ 
ple like Killen, who actively refuse 
to collaborate in racism in the 
Castro or anywhere. “I would like 
to see white people have the 
courage to speak to other white 
people about their racism,” he 
said. 

As for Sowo, she would like to 
see all people end the silence 
about discrimination and adopt a 
zero tolerance policy for bigotry 
across the board. She was happy 
that at least 200 people agreed 
with her and came out to the 
march. 

“Hey, it’s a beginning,” she 
cheerfully summed up. “When the 
first gay Pride happened, there 
were 17 people there.” ▼

quity for small-budgeted 
£ minority candidates, high 

; < voter turnout, polite cam¬ 
paigning, and fewer “spoiled” 
votes are likely effects of San Fran¬ 
cisco’s first ranked choice voting 
for district supervisors on No¬ 
vember 2. 

Realizing that printing ballots, 
staffing polling places, campaign¬ 
ing, voting, and vote counting 
costs candidates, voters, and tax¬ 
payers millions, in 2002 San Fran¬ 
cisco voters passed Proposition A, 
which mandated RCV for local 
elected officials such as supervi¬ 
sors, the mayor, and others. 
(School board and community 
college elections, however, are not 
RCV ballots.) 

By allowing voters to rank a 
first, second, and third choice for 
supervisorial candidate (in three 
different columns on the ballot), 
voters don’t “waste” their vote on 
their favorite yet possibly imprac¬ 
tical candidate. 

“With RCV you’re liberated to 
vote for the candidate you really 
like,” said Steven Hill, senior ana¬ 
lyst specializing in the electoral 
system at the Center for Voting 
and Democracy. 

RCV is transparent. 

We will have a report from 
each precinct for each ballot card 
that says how every single ranked 
choice ballot was marked,” said 
elections chief John Arntz. “[It’s] 
baseline data to have as a record.” 

More civilized tone 

Past experience and local can¬ 
didate feedback illustrates that 
RCV has, so far, had a civilizing ef¬ 
fect on district supervisor races. 

“It does lend a more cordial 
environment for folks,” said Dis¬ 
trict 9 candidate Miguel Bustos. 
“But, in the end, people’s records 
speak for themselves; the facts are 
the most telling.” 

“I think that’s possibly a dynam¬ 
ic when it’s a close race,” said Dis¬ 
trict 9 incumbent Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano, on RCV’s politeness ef¬ 
fect. “I don’t think mine is a close 
race. It’s contested, but not close. 

“We never do negative cam¬ 
paigning. A negative campaign 
could undermine it, and turns 
people off, as we see in the presi¬ 
dential race,” Ammiano added. “I 
brought instant runoff up in the 
1990s but it went down the tubes. 
I’ve always been on board with it. 
It’s definitely more democratic. It’s 
the wave of the future.” 

“We’re all getting along real 
well,” said District 5 candidate Jim 
Siegel. “A bunch of us went to 
Burning Man together.” 

Siegel said he especially likes to 
“hang with candidates with mod¬ 
erate views like myself.” 

Siegel said that half of District 
5’s 22 candidates meet together bi¬ 
weekly in a “candidates’ collabora¬ 
tive” where they have discussed 
increased Western Addition vio¬ 
lence and lobbying for a commu¬ 
nity center in the 500-unit hous¬ 
ing complex planned for Haight 
and Laguna streets. 

“Working together, we’ve made 


little alliances,” Siegel said of regu¬ 
lar participants Julian Davis, 
Susan King, Ross Mirkarimi, H. 
Brown, Francis Sumsall, Mike O’¬ 
Connor, and Bill Barnes. “We 
might not agree with everything, 
but we can agree on some things.” 

“So far it’s been positive,” said 
District 5 candidate Robert Haa- 
land. “But, anything could happen. 
My understanding of the original 
intent of it is to try and flesh out 
issues, areas of agreement. It’s def¬ 
initely worth the while to get all 
the candidates together to talk and 
remember what each and every¬ 
one one of us has in common.” 

On the issue of RCV limiting 
campaign expenses, Siegel said one 
race is costly enough without a 
separate runoff, especially for 
those candidates unable to raise 
the individual donations necessary 
to receive city matching funds. 

“I’ve spent $25,000 on my race 
so far and I’ll have to spend 
$50,000 more,” he said. 

Siegel listed his expenses, in¬ 
cluding street signs, running a 
phone banked campaign office, 
purchasing lists of registered vot¬ 
ers, mailings, Web site construc¬ 
tion, and door-to-door brochure 
distribution at $10 per hour. “It all 
adds up,” he said. 

Haaland affirmed RCV’s civi¬ 
lizing effect. 

“I believe it keeps people cor¬ 
dial,” added Haaland, who held a 
joint fundraiser with fellow candi¬ 
date O’Connor, at his Divisadero 
Street nightclub, The Indepen¬ 
dent. “Mike is great,” he said. 

No spoilers 

Hill explained how RCV pre¬ 
vents “spoiling” - two candidates 
who split the vote. 

He points to the 2000 election 
in Florida where A1 Gore lost by 
537 votes. “[Ralph] Nader took 
enough .votes from Gore to spoil 
the election,” said Hill. 

“With RCV, 100,000 Nader 
voters would have had the choice 
to rank Gore as second,” he said. 
“Gore and Nader together had the 
largest center-left vote since Lyn¬ 
don Johnson.” 

“If it’s that close again in the 
dozen or so battleground states, a 
liberal candidate could spoil 
Bush,” Hill said. 

“If you’re trying to win in the 
old election system you go nega¬ 
tive, attack the candidate,” Hill 
said, which is counter to RCV’s 
diplomatic effect. “But in the opti¬ 
mal way, the incentives are differ¬ 
ent. You build coalitions, attract¬ 
ing number two votes from the 
other candidate. You want to be 
careful of what you say about the 
other candidates. It might back¬ 
fire. Find common ground, do it 
in a more principled way.” 

“In terms of the District 5 race, 
there have been a number of com¬ 
ments on how civil it’s all been,” 
said Hill. “They’re openly courting 
other candidates’ voters. You can’t 
be seen as the one who’s trashing 
will turn off voters. 

Hill recalled a West Side race in 
the last election in which Asian 
candidates’ accusations and 
name-calling ranged from 
“pornographer” to “slumlord.” 



There’s also the argument that 
RCV, by doing away with separate 
runoff elections, encourages mi¬ 
nority voters to cast ballots. San 
Francisco State University politi¬ 
cal science professor Rich DeLeon 
studied RCV’s effect on minority 
voter turnout. 

DeLeon’s study showed that in 
runoff elections, voter turnout 
dropped by 50 percent and 
dropped even more in minority 
precincts, disenfranchising mi¬ 
nority voters. 

“On the campaign finance 
angle, a separate runoff is more ad¬ 
vantageous to the candidate with 
more money,” Hill said. “The 
Ethics Commission favored instant 
runoff because in separate Decem¬ 
ber runoffs, independent expendi¬ 
tures increased four times, with 
money flowing in. The dynamic in 
place is that it helps the candidate 
who can raise money fast.” 

How it works 

On Election Day, if a candidate 
wins over 50 percent of first 
choice votes, he or she is elected. 

If no one wins first choice ma¬ 
jority, however, the vote eliminat¬ 
ing and transferring process begins, 
and ranked choices come into play. 

The Optech Eagle voting ma¬ 
chine used by San Francisco elim¬ 
inates candidates receiving the 
fewest first choice votes and trans¬ 
fers the votes to the voter’s next 
choice. Instead of wasting your 
vote on a losing candidate, you 
give it to your next choice. 

Votes are then recounted. If 
any candidate wins the remaining 
vote majority, he or she is elected. 
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Budget, homeless top issues in District 5

T he 15 District 5 supervisor 
candidates in last week’s 
forum at the University of 
San Francisco delineated their 
platforms most clearly when 
proposing specific ideas drawn 
from personal real life experience. 

The September 29 forum, han¬ 
dled in two shifts to efficiently let the 
audience hear from the most candi¬ 
dates possible, was hosted by the 
Human Services Network, which 
posed questions pertinent to its 
15,000 workers from 100 communi¬ 
ty-based nonprofit agencies. The 
candidates tailored their answers to 
those involved in the nonprofit sec¬ 
tor, which included providers of 
psychological, HIV, counseling, 
youth employment, homeless inter¬ 
vention, and senior services. 

Moderator Steve Fields first 
challenged candidates to name 
revenue-producing strategies to 
deal with the city’s $330 million 
budget shortfall while increasing 
services for those who need them. 

“People don’t know how bad it’s 
going to be if the propositions fail,” 
said candidate Robert Haaland, re¬ 
ferring to propositions J, the sales 
tax increase, K, the city payroll tax

measure, and state Proposition 63. 

Haaland said he helped collect 
signatures for Proposition 63, which 
would provide funds for mental 
health services throughout the state. 

“I organized to stop the closing 
of the Tom Waddell Clinic and the 
one in the Castro,” he said, clarify¬ 
ing later that he fought to save 
programs in the Waddell clinic, 
“No city worker should get more 
than $100,000 per year,” said candi¬ 
date Tys Sniffen, who also advocated 
streamlining the contracting process. 


“The budget grew while the 
economy tanked,” explained can¬ 
didate Nick Waugh. He champfr 
oned greater business develop¬ 
ment, “crucial to the long term 
health of San Francisco” and 
named child protective services 
and mental health outreach as pri¬ 
orities for him. He further decried 
the “egregious” examples of high 
salaries at City Hall and promoted 
his citywide wireless Internet plan. 

Candidates Dan Kalb and Susan 
King lobbied for the creative down¬ 
town transportation assessment tax 
for dedicated Muni funding. 

“Downtown reaps the rewards 
of Muni,” said King. “That’s why 
transportation is easier east-west 
than north-south.” 

King also listed other ways to 
raise revenue: Charge market rate 
for parking by raising the parking 
tax to 35 percent to spend on 
street cleaning, and charge 
ClearChannel more for its Golden 
Gate Park-staged concerts. Kalb 
endorsed auditing the Park and 
Recreation Department. 

“Our pockets aren’t deep 
enough,” admitted candidate Lisa 
Feldstein, her sentiment echoing 
fellow candidate Ross Mirkarimi. 
Feldstein said the city needs to 
procure supplementary federal

and state dollars. “The city can’t 
generate enough local revenue to 
meet needs,” she said. 

Mirkarimi proposed modify¬ 
ing aging tax codes. Saying the tax 
burden falls disproportionately on 
the poor and small businesses, he 
set himself apart from the others 
in stating that Proposition K’s 
threshold of $500,000 was too 
low, and instead favored a gradu¬ 
ated gross receipts tax. 

“Tax measures on the ballot are 
a cynical response,” he said. “We put 
Propositions J and K on the ballot 
because we need money quick.” 

All agreed on streamlining re¬ 
quests for proposals and reporting 
processes for nonprofits so that 
agencies could spend more time 
serving the community and less 
on paperwork. 

Candidate Phoenix Streets 
suggested providing grant-writing 
assistance to get the state and fed¬ 
eral money nonprofits need. 

“Their recruitment capacity - 
outreach to get people to use the 
services - is the first part that gets 
cut,” said candidate Brett Wheeler, 
adding, “The wealth of the city is 
in property; let’s tax it.” 

Other candidates challenged 
that thinking. 

“My colleagues sound like a 
broken record,” said candidate 
Joseph Blue. “We have to think 
outside the box.” He provided as 
an example his soliciting funds 
from business interests to reno¬ 
vate the Forest-Hill Muni station. 

Blue also was critical of outgo¬ 
ing Supervisor Matt Gonzalez, 
whose decision not to seek re-elec¬ 
tion has made the race wide open. 

“Gonzalez has left the district 
in disarray, high murder rates, no 
job development,” charged Blue. 
“Black kids killing black kids, 
graduating illiterate. We have per 
capita, the highest murder rate.” 

The homeless 

Moderator Fields next opened 
up the topic of homelessness, an 
“intractable epidemic,” he said. 

“Proposition 63 is critical to a 
solution,” said Haaland of the 
state ballot initiative that would 
impose a 1 percent tax on Califor¬ 
nians with personal income over 
$1 million to provide dedicated 
funding for expansion of mental 
health services, thus relieving pris¬ 
ons of housing the mentally ill. “It 
creates $48 million, and will make 
a huge difference.” 

Most of the candidates either 
opposed Mayor Gavin Newsom’s 
10-year Care Not Cash program 
or believed it needs substantial re¬ 
form and expansion. 

| “I wrote op-eds against it, 

| walked precincts against it,” said 
I Haaland. “There is no care imple¬ 
mented yet. We need to keep peo¬ 
ple from becoming homeless, to 
keep low-income tenants from 
getting evicted.” 

Haaland proposed the city offer 


one-time emergency grants under 
$1,000 to those nearing eviction, 
“teetering on the edge,” as candi¬ 
date Emmett Gilman put it. 

“The real answer is supportive 
housing,” said Haaland, who also 
campaigned against Proposition 
M a few years ago. 

Other candidates were more 
blunt. 

“Tell them if you’re not from 
here we can’t afford to give you a 
check,” said candidate Michael 
O’Connor. 

“It’s no good to get off drugs, 
then go live in the park,” said Sniff¬ 
en. “We need to get them inside, not 
live in a car for months first.” He ar¬ 
gued to “redefine classic definitions” 
of homeless - the mentally ill, ad¬ 
dicts, and the poor. But, he conced¬ 
ed there would still be “rebels who 
don’t want to work in the system.” 

“Judge a society by how it 
treats the least fortunate among 
us,” said Kalb, who is endorsed by 
homeless czar Angela Alioto, al¬ 
though he eyes Care Not Cash 
skeptically. “We need 24-hour psy¬ 
chiatric care to triage.” 

“We can employ capable and 
willing homeless who have fallen 
on hard times,” said candidate Ju¬ 
lian Davis, who favored employing 
the homeless in city beautification 
and recycling projects. “They get 
ticketed for competing with Sun¬ 
set Scavenger,” said Davis. He also 
promoted drug treatment on de¬ 
mand, noting the 18-month 
methadone treatment waiting list. 

Davis noted what he sees as “a 
disturbing recurring theme” that 
lobbyists seduce supervisors. 

“I don’t want my representa¬ 
tive on the phone with Genentech 
instead of voting on the issue of 
biotech,” said Davis. 

King favored neighborhood 
homeless services - an informa¬ 
tion and referral service, with 
shower, laundry, Internet and re¬ 
stroom facilities, and “a compre¬ 
hensive list of services, like we 
have at the Women’s Building. 
The resources we have are hard to 
find. They say that once you’re on 
the streets it’s hard to live a nor¬ 
mal life,” said King. 

Mirkarimi noted changes in 
the homeless population. 

“Now whole families are 
homeless,” said Mirkarimi, adding 
that Care Not Cash is aimed at 
only the 2,000 homeless on Gen¬ 
eral Assistance. He called that a 
drop in the bucket. “With no pro¬ 
gram to serve them, they fall into 
economic despair.” 

“We need to make the shelters 
safer because the homeless are afraid 
of getting injured there or have their 
belongings taken away,” said Streets, 
who advised increasing security at 
emergency drop-in centers. 

He also advocated for the city’s 
youth. 

“Focus on youth,” said Streets. 
“Children with nothing to do after 
school [or] home alone, they’re 
out walking streets. We need in¬ 
ternships, tutoring, safe places to 
go to decrease crime.” 

Wheeler advocated following 
New York City’s “housing first” 
model, moving people off the 
streets, with no strings - such as so¬ 
briety requirements - attached, call¬ 
ing their success rate twice as high. 

Blue recommended co-oping 
low-income projects for tenants to 
build equity and eventually pur¬ 
chase their units. He named Fill¬ 
more’s St. Francis Square as an ex¬ 
ample of the program’s success. 

Gilman called the homeless sit¬ 
uation “a disaster,” claiming the 
city spends $200 million per year 
on its estimated 15,000 street peo¬ 
ple, a large percentage of them 
acute homeless. T

implies it will disclose final results 
immediately, which is unlikely. 

If a voter makes a mistake on 
their ballot, skips a ranking, or 
votes for the same candidate 
twice, the machine will issue an 
“error notification” message and 
gives the person an opportunity to 
fix his ballot before casting his 
final vote, thus decreasing errors 
and spoiled ballots. 

Hill’s Center for Voting and 
Democracy built a special flash 
animation Web site for San Fran¬ 
cisco voters - sfrcv.com - about 
ballot completion and vote tabu¬ 
lation. Visitors can vote in mock 
supervisorial elections and click to 
tally results.

mortgage packages for disabled 
people and below market home 
ownership opportunities. 

“I do think it is a new day for 
people with HIV and actually for 
people who I happen to know 
who are friends - they are inter¬ 
ested in making a longer term de¬ 
cision. They have much more 
hope than they have had before in 
light of all the new drugs that are 
available,” said Jim Prevo, a realtor 
with Zephyr Real Estate. 

The seminar will also address 
disability benefits and estate plan¬ 
ning as well as how Proposition A, 
the November housing bond, will 
provide rental and ownership op¬ 
portunities for people with 
HIV/AIDS. Basinger said the gay 
community needs to support the 
bond because it will allow HIV¬ 
positive people to become home- 
owners. 

Prevo said such application of 
affordable housing is a creative 
way to provide HIV-positive peo¬ 
ple the services they require “re¬ 
gardless of their health status.” 
Prevo said just because someone 
has a life-threatening illness it 
should not impede them from 
buying a home. 

“I have never seen an opportu¬ 
nity for a person’s health status to 
come up when making an offer on 
a property and it having any neg¬ 
ative impact. The basic affordabil¬ 
ity question comes into play in a 
lot of ways and health status is just 
a part of that,” he said.

If no one wins, the computer re¬ 
peats runoff rounds until one can¬ 
didate wins more than 50 percent. 

Voters must select a single, dif¬ 
ferent candidate in each of the 
three columns. The vote machine 
treats ranking the same candidate 
in one column as if the voter left 
columns two and three blank be¬ 
cause if the candidate gets elimi¬ 
nated one cannot transfer the vote 
to his next choice. 

Voters can also rank write-in 
candidates. 

The Elections Department 
plans to process all ballots before 
determining whether any candi¬ 
date won first choice majority and 
cannot predict how long it will 
take to complete tallying the 
runoff rounds. 

The department prefers not to 
use the term “instant runoff” as it 


with a cloud of anxiety about los¬ 
ing our rental housing and being 
unable to find someone willing to 
rent to us.

Since creating the AIDS Hous¬ 
ing Alliance Basinger said he has 
learned there are strategies to help 
HIV-positive people buy a home. 
From first-time homebuyer pro¬ 
grams to special mortgage pro¬ 
grams aimed at people with dis¬ 
abilities, Basinger said it is just a 
matter of educating both people 
with AIDS and lenders that these 
programs can benefit the HIV 
community. 

“The reason I pulled this thing 
together is to educate these deci¬ 
sion makers that this can include 
people with AIDS also. It is new 
territory. It is new ground,” said 
Basinger, who used the city’s in¬ 
clusionary zoning laws to his ad¬ 
vantage. 

The city mandates that all new 
development has to have a set 
aside of below market rate units. 
Until now, HIV-positive people 
really didn’t register as a group 
that could qualify for such hous¬ 
ing. 

“It is possible; I just did it my¬ 
self,” said Basinger, though he 
warns other HIVers that “I am not 
saying it is easy.” 

Basinger has invited Supervisor 
Bevan Dufty as well as representa¬ 
tives from Fannie Mae, Citibank, 
Zephyr Real Estate, Mission Eco¬ 
nomic Development Association, 
and the San Francisco Redevelop¬ 
ment Agency to participate in the 
seminar. Panelists will present an 
overview of resources available to 
potential home buyers, including

I n what is being billed as the 
first of its kind, a home own¬ 
ership seminar set to take 
place next week is aimed at help¬ 
ing people with HIV or AIDS take 
part in the quintessential Ameri¬ 
can dream. Hosted and organized 
by AIDS Housing Alliance, the 
seminar will bring together HIV¬ 
positive people with realtors, 
money lenders, and city officials 
to discuss ways they can own their 
own home. 

Brian Basinger, the founder 
and director of the alliance, rea¬ 
soned that since people with HIV 
or AIDS are able to lead produc¬ 
tive lives thanks to various medi¬ 
cines and drug cocktails, they 
should also qualify as home buy¬ 
ers. Couching it as part of the 
treatment process, Basinger ar¬ 
gues that the security of knowing 
you will not be homeless can help 
decrease stress levels and allow 
HIV-positive people to focus their 
energy on their health. 

“Home ownership presents the 
ultimate safe harbor for people 
with HIV/AIDS,” said Basinger, 
who is HIV-positive and only last 
year was facing eviction but re¬ 
cently was able to purchase a 
condo in the South of Market 
area. “The simple truth is that 
many people still don’t want to 
lease to people with AIDS or share 
their apartments with us.

Amendment falls short

T he antigay Marriage Protec¬ 
tion Amendment gained a 
majority but fell short of the 
two-thirds majority required for 
passage in the U.S. House of Rep¬ 
resentatives. The September 30 
vote saw 227 representatives sup¬ 
port the measure and 186 oppose 
it, while 20 did not vote. 

The House has been highly po¬ 
larized along party lines through¬ 
out most of this session of Con¬ 
gress, but this vote showed an un¬ 
usual degree of crossing the aisle 
in both directions. Black and His¬ 
panic members of both parties 
were disproportionately among 
those who simply skipped the 
vote, while many voted for it. 

Some 27 Republicans opposed 
the MPA, renamed from the Fed¬ 
eral Marriage Amendment that 
was defeated in the Senate this 
summer. They generally represent 
districts from the Northeast or 
West Coast. But 36 Democrats 
crossed the other way and voted 
for the MPA. Among the more 
troubling votes was that of Harold 
Ford, 35, the dynamic African 
American representative from 
Tennessee who many believe has a 
greater political future ahead of 
him. 

The two and a half hours of 
debate that preceded the vote had 
all of the freshness of a Nick at 
Nite rerun of a decades-old sit¬ 
com, but none of the entertain¬ 
ment value. 

Social conservatives trotted out 
their old bromides of the horrors 
that same-sex marriage would un¬ 
leash upon the nation. 

“We are here today to protect 
marriage” that is “ordained by 
God,” claimed Congressman Mike 
Pence (R-Indiana). He declared 
that in last year’s Lawrence v. Texas 
decision striking down state 
sodomy laws, the Supreme Court 
“strongly signaled” the right to 
same-sex marriage. And that is 
why the MPA is necessary, he said. 

Representative Todd Aiken (R- 
Missouri) asserted that “whole 
cities have suffered decline and 
crime” because of a weakening of 
the traditional family. He said this 
amendment was “brought on by 
activist judges”; not adopting it 
would “deny children a mom and 
a dad.” 

Democratic floor leader Jim 
McGovern (Massachusetts) noted 
that the speakers highlighted dur¬ 
ing prime time at the Republican 
National Convention in New York 
were all opposed to amending the 
Constitution. He cited Vice Presi¬ 
dent Dick Cheney’s comments 
that people should be free to enter 
into relationships and that states 
may differ on how to handle those 
relationships. 

Openly gay Representative 
Barney Frank (D-Massachusetts) 
called the MPA “an undemocratic 
act that says that no state can dif¬ 
fer from your view” when it comes 
to marriage and families. 

“I’m sorry that Rush Lim- 
baugh has been divorced three 
times, but it ain’t my fault.” Frank 
said. “We feel [love] with someone 
of the same sex, male or female, 
and we look at your institution of 
marriage, and we see the joy it 
brings, we see the stability it 
brings to society. How do we hurt 
you if we share in it?” 

This amendment “plays to the 
worst fears of the electorate,” said

Congressman John Conyers (D- 
Michigan).’’Everybody knows it is 
going nowhere” because the Sen¬ 
ate refused to pass it, and it is only 
being brought forward to mobi¬ 
lize the social conservative base on 
election day, he said. 

Representative Jerrold Nadler 
(D-New York) offered a spirited 
defense of gay and lesbian Ameri¬ 
cans, saying they are members of 
families in every single congres¬ 
sional district. “They deserve to be 
treated fairly, he said.” 

Reactions 

Log Cabin Republicans Execu¬ 
tive Director Patrick Guerriero 
called the outcome “a stunning 
defeat for the radical right. This 
failure sends a clear message to

the Human Rights Campaign, 
called the debate and vote “a pa¬ 
thetic attempt to distract voters 
from the issues that matter.” 

The Republican leadership 
seemed to recognize the double- 
edged nature of the issue and per¬ 
haps took that into account in 
scheduling the vote for the same 
day as the first presidential debate. 
The move assured that social con¬ 
servatives would trumpet the 
news amongst their flock even 
while the mainstream media lim¬ 
ited coverage to a smaller story 
buried deep inside the paper. 

“Republican leaders have 
shamelessly admitted that they 
pushed this amendment so that 
they could create a wedge issue to 
benefit their candidates in this elec¬ 
tion,” said Dave Noble, executive di¬ 
rector of National Stonewall De¬ 
mocrats. “The small minority of 
Democrats who could not under¬ 
stand that fact, and who voted for

studies have been done regarding 
the issue have not definitively 
proven that banning private 
spaces in bathhouses made much 
of a difference. 

“I think the bathhouses were 
scapegoated. They became a very 
convenient scapegoat for the 
AIDS epidemic. By scapegoating 
them it became easier to get 
money to fight the epidemic. Cer¬ 
tainly it’s had a long range effect 
in that no new bathhouses have 
opened in San Francisco,” said 
Reid Condit, who served on the 
Pride Parade board in 1984 and 
has long fought the city’s banning 
private spaces in bathhouses. 
“Closure never really happened - 
that is a misnomer. Silverman’s 
order was, you know, not fol¬ 
lowed. Also, it sent a false message 
too that somehow by closing 
bathhouses that was going to stop 
the epidemic.” 

Decision saved lives 

Remembering that period of 
his life, Silverman, now on the 
board of the American Founda¬ 
tion for AIDS Research and a con¬ 
sultant for global AIDS efforts, 
maintains his decision did save 
lives, though he acknowledges his 
first choice was never to close 
down the baths. Instead, he insists 
he wanted to see the bathhouse 
owners change their business 
practices to deal with the AIDS 
epidemic and for the gay commu¬ 
nity to pressure them to uphold 
certain standards and safe sex 
guidelines. In his view, Silverman 
said he failed to accomplish that 
goal and was forced to issue his 
closure order.

“Personally, looking back on it 
I would have done it the same 
way. I bent over backwards to 
work with the community to get 
them to take action. The educa¬ 
tional impact of the gay commu¬ 
nity standing out in front of the 
bathhouses saying you can’t allow 
for this to happen is what I tried 
to do and failed at doing. That was 
the best that could have hap¬ 
pened. Hopefully, the way I did it 
was the next best,” Silverman said 
in a phone interview this week 
from his home in Crockett, Cali¬ 
fornia. 

In the early 1980s Silverman 
said the attitudes of the bathhouse 
owners were different than that of 
sex club owners today, who most¬ 
ly work with community groups 
and the health department. 

“When people say they are the 
perfect place to reach people, well 
it wasn’t happening. When bath¬ 
house owners are not cooperative 
and people are not getting infor¬ 
mation from that anyway, they 
were serving no positive purpose. 
Instead of being a symbol of free¬ 
dom, this is a symbol of death,” he 
said. “It wasn’t an easy decision 
but I realized I had failed to get the 
gay community to do it on their 
part. With the knowledge base in 
the community what it was, to 
have these facilities continuing to 
facilitate the spread of AIDS just 
wouldn’t work,” said Silverman. 

He defends his approach as ap¬ 
propriate for that time and based 
solely on protecting the public’s 
health. 

“I don’t think anyone in the 
gay community when the thing 
was over could say Silverman was 
homophobic or discriminates 
against gays,” he said. “People on 
both sides thought I was wrong. 
The mayor wanted me to do it 
years earlier and some in the gay 
community probably never want¬ 
ed me to do it.” 

By the fall of 1984 gay life in 
San Francisco had been shaken to 
its core by the still mysterious ill¬ 
ness. Many bathhouses had shut 
down, their customers too afraid 
to venture out to have sex or left 
dying or dead by the disease. 

Then-Mayor Dianne Feinstein 
had been pushing Silverman to 
shut down the baths, while mem¬ 
bers of the gay community circu¬ 
lated a petition urging the health 
director to shutter them. Others 
fought such a move, decrying it as 
an invasion on gay men’s right to 
privacy and an attack on gay sex¬ 
ual liberation. Caught in the mid¬ 
dle was Silverman, whose life had 
been threatened and wore a bullet 
proof vest for four months as a 
precaution. 

“The mayor was pressuring me 
all the time to close the bathhous¬ 
es. There was no question in my 
mind these places spread the dis¬ 
ease but 85 to 90 percent of gay 


men in San Francisco were being 
exposed in other venues. To just 
close them down would have been 
an exercise in futility,” Silverman 
said. 

As recounted in a history of 
that time by Christopher Disman, 
Silverman included some gay sex 
clubs in his order, and left out oth¬ 
ers, such as the masturbation-only 
SF Jacks and 1808 Club. The order 
included all six remaining gay 
bathhouses in the city. Most of the 
14 businesses defied the order - a 
response which Silverman was 
fully prepared for, found Disman. 
The next day, October 10, the city 
filed a 400-page legal complaint - 
California v. Owen et al. - arguing 
for the closure of the 14 business¬ 
es. 

Disman contends that Randy 
Shilts was wrong when he de¬ 
scribed Silverman’s closure order 
as “the final act of the San Fran¬ 
cisco bathhouse drama” in his 
book And the Band Played On. Sil¬ 
verman’s order was the catalyst for 
a legal fight that dragged on in San 
Francisco Superior Court for five 
more years, said Disman. 

The last ruling for the case was 
in 1989, and its most important 
ruling was on November 28,1984, 
when Judge Roy Wonder permit¬ 
ted the defendant businesses to re¬ 
main open on three primary, new 
conditions: (1) The businesses 
could include no private rooms 
where patrons could have sex, (2) 
The owners were ordered to hire 
employee monitors to circulate 
through the premises, and (3) 
these monitors were to stop any 
sexual activity by patrons that car¬ 
ried a high AIDS risk. 

“The October 9 closure order 
was not what closed the six re¬ 
maining San Francisco gay bath¬ 
houses. They closed either because 
the owners did not consider it 
worthwhile to stay in business 
under Judge Wonder’s new re¬ 
quirements, or because they failed 
to abide by his ruling,” said Dis¬ 
man. “The last gay bathhouse in 
San Francisco was the 21st St. 
Baths. It closed in 1987 after being 
re-prosecuted for allowing pa¬ 
trons to have unsafe sex.” 

Disman argues that the most 
significant government decision 
of 1984 was Judge Wonder’s rul¬ 
ing, not Silverman’s closure order. 

“In my opinion, the real story is 
not that 14 San Francisco bath¬ 
houses and sex clubs successfully 
defied an October 1984 closure 
order, but that in November 1984 a 
set of enduring new regulations 
were drafted for San Francisco baths 
and clubs. Since 1984, regulation, 
not closure, has been the final 
AIDS-related policy for these San 
Francisco businesses,” he said. ▼

Under One Roof 
celebrates milestone

|f ast weekend Under One 
1 Roof, the Castro Street es- 

Ifef tablishment that is part re¬ 
tailer, part AIDS fundraiser, cele¬ 
brated $10 million in sales during 
its 14-year history. This represents 
over $3 million in cash contribu¬ 
tions to numerous participating 
AIDS Service Organizations. 

Having weathered numerous 
challenges over the years, the 
milestone occurs while the orga¬ 
nization is entering a new era, 
with changes in leadership, newly 
created board positions, and an 
IRS reclassification that trans¬ 
forms its accounting practices, 
and eventually how the store can 
sell merchandise. 

Under One Roof’s changes 
began last year when longtime 
Executive Director Paul Olsen 
stepped down, leaving a leader¬ 
ship vacuum that the organiza¬ 
tion has struggled to fill. Former 
board chairman Howard Thorn¬ 
ton took over in the interim and 
the board redoubled its search ef¬ 
forts for a permanent replace¬ 
ment in August. 

According to agency insiders, 
the lack of consistent leadership 
initially caused concerns about 
the direction the store was head¬ 
ed. “One of the challenges of [the 
executive director] position,” said 
Thornton, “is communication 
with the various groups - the over 
300 active volunteers, the board 
of directors, and the ASOs we 
serve - keeping everyone in¬ 
formed is a very big job.” He said 
the board is “absolutely commit¬ 
ted to finding the best person for 
the position.” 

Tim Wolfred, director of exec¬ 
utive leadership services at Com- 
passPoint, a local nonprofit ser¬ 
vices consultancy company, said 
that nonprofits’ biggest obstacle 
in finding qualified upper level 
management is offering a com¬ 
petitive salary. The previous di¬ 
rector’s salary at Under One Roof 
was more than $80,000, leading 
some experts to question why it 
has taken so long to fill the post. 

Wolfred thinks Under One 
Roof’s unique structure may 
make the task difficult. “Unlike 
most social services organiza¬ 
tions, this is a different hybrid. 
Finding someone with merchan¬ 
dising and nonprofit manage¬ 
ment skills, crossing the for-prof¬ 
it world with the nonprofit world 
can be more challenging.” 

Board member Annie Ellicott, 
who took over as chair when 
Thornton became interim direc¬ 
tor, is excited about the energy 
that a new leadership core will 
bring to the organization. Under 
One Roof is also creating new 
board positions that will allow for 
more diverse community partici¬ 
pation, and the ASO beneficiaries 
to have increased involvement in 
the organization’s operations. 
“The pressure for new ideas has 
never been greater than now as 
the AIDS epidemic changes and 
funding sources diminish,” said 
Ellicott. 

According to Thornton, one of 
the most exciting changes for 
Under One Roof has been a fa¬ 
vorable ruling from the IRS to re¬ 
classify the organization, allowing 
for more simple accounting 
methods, greater control over the 
merchandise mix in the store, and

Judge rejects Misquez 
motion for new trial

A judge this week rejected a 
defense motion to grant a 
new trial in the case against 
Brian Misquez, the 25-year-old 
East Bay man who was convicted 
nearly three months ago of sec¬ 
ond-degree murder for stabbing 
to death a man he met on the In¬ 
ternet. 

On Monday, October 4, Con¬ 
tra Costa County Superior Court 
Judge John Minney announced 
that he reviewed the filings by 
both the prosecution and defense 
and decided to deny the motion 
for a new trial. Minney said many 
of the issues raised by Public De¬ 
fender Laurie Mont were already 
properly addressed by the court 
and that prosecutor Paul Graves’s 
conduct during the trial was with¬ 
in the allowable limits of advoca¬ 
cy. 

The attorneys declined to com¬ 
ment to the Bay Area Reporter 
after the hearing. Misquez was in 
attendance for the proceeding. He 
was dressed in the standard mus¬ 
tard-colored jail uniform and 
showed no visible reaction to the 
decision. He declined the B.A.R.'s 
request for an interview after he 
returned to jail. In previous inter¬ 
views with the B.A.R.y Misquez 
said that his lawyer has kept him 
in the dark about the grounds on 
which she would ask for a new 
trial. Misquez said he would sup¬ 
port any possible appeals of his 
case. 

The sentencing hearing is 
scheduled for October 29. Mis¬ 
quez previously told the B.A.R. 
that he plans to speak during that 
hearing but hasn’t decided yet 
what to say. The family of the vic¬ 
tim, Rogelio DeChavez, also plan 
to speak at what is expected to be 
a very emotional hearing. 

Although the motion for a new 


trial was denied, paperwork filed 
by Mont set up the groundwork 
for what are likely to be more ap¬ 
peals in the case. 

In her argument, Mont listed 
three reasons why Misquez should 
be granted a new trial. First, she 
argued the jury was afraid of Mis- 
quez’s family who had attended 
much of the trial. Second, Mont 
said that one of the jurors slept 
during the trial and that the same 
juror failed to notify the court in a 
timely manner that his nephew 
had been murdered during the 
course of the trial. Third, the at¬ 
torney argued that Deputy Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Paul Graves was 
guilty of misconduct for calling 
Misquez “evil” and for “raising the 
irrelevant issue of remorse.” Mont 
added that Graves set up an “un¬ 
proven factual scenario” of how 
the crime took place, and that he 
implied “with no basis” that the 
defense coached Misquez’s father 
to lie. 

In his response to Mont’s mo¬ 
tion, Graves wrote that the court 
had adequately dealt with the ex¬ 
pressed concerns of two female ju¬ 
rors who felt that Misquez’s 
brother had been glaring at them 
when they left the courthouse and 
of the concern of one juror who 
believed that he had followed her 
to her car. Graves noted that all of 
the jurors said they could still be 
fair and impartial after the issue 
was discussed in court. 

In addressing the issue of the 
alleged sleeping juror, Graves 
wrote that although the man ap¬ 
peared to fall asleep during jury 
selection, the court had ruled that 
he was not sleeping at the times 
mentioned by Mont. Graves 
added that the juror was still im¬ 
partial despite the murder of his 
nephew and that the court had al¬ 
ready dealt with the issue. 

Graves explained in his written 
response that he acted properly in 


his questioning of Misquez’s fa¬ 
ther, who he said changed his 
story about when his son first said 
that he wanted to move to Ore¬ 
gon. Graves noted that the elder 
Misquez first told police that his 
son moved to Oregon in a hurry 
and that he didn’t learn about the 
move until the day he left, two 
days after the murder, and that the 
move came as a surprise to him. 
On the stand, the father told a 
very different story. He said that 
his son told him that he planned 
to move to Oregon with his girl¬ 
friend a week before the killing. 
Graves noted that the decision of 
when to move was important be¬ 
cause it showed “a consciousness 
of guilt.” 

Finally, Graves cited case law 
that he said proved that he had 
acted properly in his closing argu¬ 
ment in which he laid out a sce¬ 
nario for how he believed the 
crime happened and for telling ju¬ 
rors that Misquez is “evil.” 

Both the prosecution and de¬ 
fense agreed that Misquez’s lack of 
acceptance of his own homosexu¬ 
al feelings played a major role in 
the killing. Misquez stabbed 
DeChavez 27 times. According to 
the coroner’s report, some of the 
wounds were inflicted after 
DeChavez was already dead. 

Misquez faces a sentence of 16- 
years-to-life in state prison. In a 
series of jailhouse interviews since 
his conviction, he told the B.A.R. 
that he is looking forward to 
transferring out of county jail. He 
said that after it was reported in 
the Contra Costa times that he 
had solicited sex online with an¬ 
other man, he was moved, for his 
own protection, to a section of the 
jail reserved for special custody in¬ 
mates. He said that he is now let 
out of his cell just one hour each 
day and is no longer allowed to 
mingle with the jail’s general pop¬ 
ulation. T

hopefully, even more money 
going to its beneficiaries. This in¬

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Veep debate hits 
on marriage, AIDS

N either Vice President Dick 
Cheney nor Democratic 
challenger Senator John Ed¬ 
wards broke new ground in the re¬ 
sponses they offered to questions 
on same-seX relationships and 
AIDS during their televised debate 
from Case Western Reserve Uni¬ 
versity in Cleveland on October 5. 

AIDS advocates were disappoint¬ 
ed that Edwards did not use the op¬ 
portunity to point out differences 
between the two sets of candidates. 

Late in the debate, moderator 
Gwen Ifill recalled Cheney’s com¬ 
ments four years ago on same-sex 
unions and his more recent com¬ 
ment that “Freedom means free¬ 
dom for everybody.” She asked 
him to square that with the ad¬ 
ministration’s support for a con¬ 
stitutional amendment that would 
ban same-sex unions. 

The vice president reiterated 
his support for that statement say¬ 
ing, “It’s really no one else’s busi¬ 
ness.” He also saw “whether or not 
government should sanction or 
approve or give some sort of au¬ 
thorization to those relationships 
as ... a separate issue.” 

Cheney again said his “prefer¬ 
ence” was for leaving the issue of 
marriage to the states. With regard 
to the Federal Marriage Amend¬ 
ment he said, the president “sets 
policy for this administration and 
I support the president.” 

Edwards first used his time to 


talk about tax policy and then 
praised the Cheney family and 
their lesbian daughter Mary. He 
addressed the question by begin¬ 
ning, “I believe that marriage is be¬ 
tween a man and a woman, and so 
does John Kerry.” He also expressed 
support for “partnership benefits 
for gay and lesbian couples” and 
“we should not use the Constitu¬ 
tion to divide this country.” 

Ifill asked Edwards, “Aren’t you 
trying to have it both ways?” 

No, Edwards replied, reiterating 
his support for treating gay and les¬ 
bian couples “respectfully” while 
reserving marriage as a union be¬ 
tween a man and a woman. 

Among the presidential and 
vice presidential candidates, Ch¬ 
eney is the only one who has not 
said that the term marriage should 
be reserved exclusively for a man 
and a woman. 

Ifill asked the men to talk about 
the government’s role in fighting 
AIDS, “And not AIDS in China or 
Africa, but AIDS right here in this 
country where black women be¬ 
tween the ages of 25 and 44 are 13 
times more likely to die of the dis¬ 
ease than their counterparts.” 

Cheney spent much of his time 
speaking of what the administra¬ 
tion has done internationally. He 
said, “I was not aware that it was 
that severe an epidemic” among 
black women. He touted educa¬ 
tion, public awareness, and re¬ 
search and concluded, “Obvious¬ 
ly we need to do more of that.” 

Edwards also stressed the in-

Making waves

nly weeks after hurricanes 
* ripped through southern 
H Florida, members of the 
Nadadores of South Florida are 
busy preparing for the annual In¬ 
ternational Gay & Lesbian Aquat¬ 
ics tournament, October 7 to 11, 
where as many as 1,000 GLBT 
swimmers, divers, water polo 
players, and synchronized swim¬ 
mers will compete. 

“If there’s another hurricane 
coming, there’s not much we can 
do,” said Jonathan Olsen, IGLA’s 
2004 co-chair. “We can’t change 
Mother Nature.” 

Florida has been hit by four 
hurricanes so far this season: 
Charley, Frances, Ivan, and 
Jeanne, which collectively caused 
millions of dollars in damage and 
several deaths. 

After Hurricane Frances 
struck, Olsen spent some time 
cleaning up debris in his yard - “a 
lot of palm fronds and tree 
branches,” he said - before spend¬ 
ing a day processing online and 
mailed registration forms for the 
swimming tournament, one of 
many duties he shares with co¬ 
chair Sean Frampton. 

The Nadadores use the Spanish 
term for swimmers in part to rec¬ 
ognize the strong Latino presence 
among their club members. 

As at previous IGLAs, 
this year’s event will have 
a global presence, with 
several of the organiza¬ 
tion’s 25 non-U.S. teams 
participating. Almost 50 
American swimming and 
water polo clubs com¬ 
prise the bulk of IGLA 
members. 

San Francisco 
Tsunami President 
Lisa Congden said 
about 60 Bay Area Swimmers will 
trek to Florida for the tourna¬ 
ment, almost a dozen of them 
women. Tsunami Polo will also 
send its Gay Games VI bronze 
medal team. 

More than 20 swimmers will 
be arriving from London’s Out to 
Swim, with another few dozen 
from France’s Paris Aquatique 
team. An entire water polo team 
will be traveling from Sydney, 
where Gay Games Vi’s aquatics 
events were held at the former 
Olympic facility in 2002 (IGLA’s 
annual tournaments are held at 
the Games every four years). Syd¬ 
ney’s already swim-happy culture 
enjoyed a boost in their GLBT 
sports community after hosting 
the Games. 

“We are very excited to go to 
Fort Lauderdale,” said Lorenzo 
Benucci of the Atlanta Water 
Jocks. Originally from Italy, Be¬ 
nucci called AWJ “a spin-off of At¬ 
lanta Rainbow Trout” (Atlanta’s 
larger, older GLBT swim club). He 
and three other swimmers will 
team up in relays, as well as seek 
new adult masters personal bests. 
Benucci broke an adult masters 
swimming record at 1999’s IGLA 
in Atlanta, and like many gay 
swimmers, the AWJ also recently 


competed at the Adult Masters 
Summer Long Course Champi¬ 
onships, held in Savannah, Geor¬ 
gia, in August. 

David Eng, also of AWJ, exem¬ 
plifies the busy schedule of many 
ambitious swimmers, with his 
plans to compete in the 200-meter 
backstroke, 200- 
meter breaststroke, 
200-meter butterfly, 
400-meter Individual Medley, 
and the 1500-meter freestyle 
event. 

Hosting this year’s IGLA 
tournament has helped 
the Nadadores grow 
from around 15 mem¬ 
bers in 2001 to 45 this 
season, with many 
more volunteering to 
help produce the tournament. 

New swim clubs - including 
swimmers from Phoenix, Arizona, 
which will send almost a dozen 
swimmers, and a fledgling team 
from Charlotte, North Carolina - 
also get an affectionate welcome. 

When the San Francisco Tsuna¬ 
mi hosted IGLA 2003 at Stanford’s 
Aquatics Center, they had to bring 
in their own officials and statisti¬ 
cians. This year, Olsen said that the 
staff at the Fort Lauderdale Aquat¬ 
ic Complex, where IGLA 2004 will 
be held, will handle the majority of 
duties. The complex runs almost a 
dozen large-scale swim meets each 
year. It was closed for weeks dur¬ 
ing the hurricanes, and is located 
only a few blocks from the shore¬ 
line. But no serious damage to the 
facility occurred. 

One event the complex’s staff 
may not be familiar with is the al- 
ways-hilarious Pink Flamingo, a 
costumed water ballet competi¬ 
tion between clubs, with chorus 
boys and girls in over-the-top mu¬ 
sical numbers fitting each year’s 
theme (this year’s is “Fun in the 
Sun”). 

This year’s IGLA also will in¬ 
clude its first-ever open-w^ter 
swimming competition. Olsen has 
already received more than 100 


applications for the one-mile 
ocean event. With many IGLA 
members being seasoned triath¬ 
letes, it should be an exciting ad¬ 
dition to an already packed week¬ 
end of competition and social 
events. 

Co-chairing IGLA 2004 is a 
way of returning the favor of all 
that swimming has given to Olsen, 
who has been swimming since 
childhood and competed at the 
University of Pennsylvania. He 
stopped swimming for several 
years, but returned with the goal 
of competing at 1994’s Gay Games 
IV. “I quit smoking, started swim¬ 
ming, and haven’t had a cigarette 
since,” he said proudly. Olsen has 
participated in every IGLA tour¬ 
nament since then. 

With a $100,000 budget, the 
nonprofit group is able to raise 
funds for other groups, as they did 
at the Nadadores’ recent Splendor 
party, which raised $10,000 for 
local Red Cross children’s swim¬ 
ming programs. 

Despite a hurricane season that 
lasts through November, and no 
alternative plan should more ex¬ 
treme weather engulf South Flori¬ 
da, Olsen remains hopeful that 
IGLA 2004 will be a success. Even 
if future storms cause damage, 
they’ll be ready to rebuild and 
make the event happen. 

“I’ve boarded up my windows 
three times,” Olsen said. “You do 
what you can. And if they say 
evacuate, you get out.” ▼

this amendment, do not deserve 
the support of our community.” 

Some would question whether 
the 36 votes for the MPA and 11 
members not voting - nearly a 
quarter of the Democratic delega¬ 
tion of 205 - constitutes a small 
minority. Was the scale of this de¬ 


fection the result of an all out ef¬ 
fort by Democratic Leader Nancy 
Pelosi (San Francisco)? 

In speaking with reporters ear¬ 
lier in September, HRC’s legisla¬ 
tive director Christopher Labonte 
said, “The Democratic leadership 
has been working their members 
hard. But this is an election year 
and members are hearing from 
volumes of their constituents.” It 
showed in the final vote.

for LGBT residents. He champi¬ 
oned the equal benefit ordinance 
(along with former Supes Leslie 
Katz and Susan Leal) and has 
shouldered the mantle of the gay 
rights movement, often drawing 
comparisons to the late Harvey 
Milk. Ammiano has been there for 
people living with HIV/AIDS, and 
has fought to get bureaucratic 
nonprofit AIDS service organiza¬ 
tions to be more responsive to 
their clients. He is against dis¬ 
crimination of any sort, and has a 
lengthy legislative record of ac¬ 
complishment. He has ably repre¬ 
sented the city and his district 
over the years. Ammiano has 
never shied away from controver¬ 
sy, and on more than one occasion 
has taken on Christian conserva¬ 
tives and their flawed logic using 
religion to deny us equal rights. 

Because of term limits, this is 
Ammiano’s last run for the board. 
While this newspaper hasn’t al¬ 
ways agreed with him, we firmly 
believe he deserves an opportuni¬ 
ty to have a final four years in of¬ 
fice. 

Miguel Bustos is an energetic 
candidate who was born and 
raised in the Mission. More mod¬ 
erate than Ammiano, Bustos has 
campaigned on the need for more 
city services in the district, which 
are sorely needed. Bustos, who like 
Ammiano is openly gay, has also 
worked to build support in the 
Latino community, and that could 
go a long way in building bridges 
between LGBT and Hispanic resi¬ 
dents. Bustos claims that a new 
voice needs to represent the dis¬ 
trict and as a gay Latino, he brings 
strong credentials to the race. 

Voters should give Ammiano 
their first vote, and, because 
ranked choice voting allows for up 
to three selections, Bustos is a 
good second choice. 

District 11 
Gerardo Sandoval 
(first choice) 

Jose Medina 
(second choice) 

Incumbent Supervisor Gerar¬ 
do Sandoval took the lead in 
restoring much needed funds to 
several AIDS service organiza¬ 
tions during the city’s budget ne¬ 
gotiations this year. Faced with 
devastating cuts in federal fund¬ 
ing, Sandoval and his colleagues 
on the board did the right thing 
in helping PWAs to continue re¬ 
ceiving vital services such as ben¬ 
efits counseling, case manage¬ 
ment, and other practical sup¬ 
port. Two years ago, Sandoval 
cast one of nine votes in favor of 
the medical benefits for trans¬ 
gender city employees; and, while 
he had to be talked into it by fel¬ 
low board members, in the end 
he did the right thing, unlike 
Tony Hall and Leland Yee, his col¬ 
leagues at the time who voted 
against it. We don’t always agree 
with Sandoval, but when push 
comes to shove, he stands up for 
the community. 

Former Supervisor Jose Medi¬ 
na wants his old job back. He has 
a long record of working with the 
LGBT community, including 
reaching out to the Catholic 
Church. He supports same-sex 
marriage. He told us he is com¬ 
mitted to making San Francisco a 


better place for everyone. As a for¬ 
mer police commissioner, he said 
he supports recent changes to the 
commission and favors allocating 
more funds to the Office of Citi¬ 
zens Complaints, the police over¬ 
sight agency. As with districts 
throughout the city, public safety 
has emerged as a leading issue in 
District 11, and Medina said more 
beat cops are necessary in the 
neighborhoods. Medina said that 
he would be more responsive to 
the district than the incumbent 
and we believe he would make a 
good choice. 

We recommend voting for 
Sandoval as a first choice, and 
Medina as a second choice. 


BOARD OF EDUCATION 


Heather Hiles, Mark 
Sanchez, Joel Springer III, 
and Jill Wynns 

Heather Hiles, who was ap¬ 
pointed to the school board earli¬ 
er this year by Mayor Gavin New¬ 
som, exudes energy and commit¬ 
ment to public schools and brings 
a passion to her work that’s hard 
to match. An out lesbian, Hiles is a 
supporter of Superintendent Ar¬ 
lene Ackerman and has criticized 
the more progressive faction on 
the board and wants to develop 
programs to help students rather 
than .engage in political backbit¬ 
ing. We couldn’t agree more. 
When we met with her, Hiles 
spoke of several programs she’s 
helped get off the ground, includ¬ 
ing “Dream” schools that have 
longer school days for students, 
and vocational programs that 
she’s helped implement with the 
help of the private sector. In a 
crowded field of candidates, Hiles 
stands out and should be elected 
to a full term. 

We’re endorsing out gay in¬ 
cumbent Mark Sanchez, because 
we think he’s been an effective 
board member. While he and 
Hiles often disagree, we believe it’s 
good to have a school board that’s 
not a passive body always defer¬ 
ring to the superintendent. We’ve 
seen many instances in other Bay 
Area school districts in which 
weak school boards led to massive 
financial problems. This is not to 
knock Ackerman, who we believe 
has done a good job, but voices 
like Sanchez’s are needed too. 

Gay Republican Joel Springer 
III faces a tough race in Democra¬ 
tic San Francisco. But we’re en¬ 
dorsing him because he has a lot 
of common sense ideas to im¬ 
prove the district, and because he 
has stood up to the San Francisco 
Republican Party in opposing 
President Bush’s support of a con¬ 
stitutional amendment banning 
gay marriage. Springer’s action 
cost him the support of the local 
GOP, even though he was recruit¬ 
ed by that body to run for the 
school board in the first place. 

Jill Wynns has long served ably 
on the board and has been a 
strong supporter of diversity and 
tolerance in the public schools. 
She deserves to be re-elected.

San Francisco Opera finds its sea-legS

I would suggest, though you are free to dis¬ 
agree, that Benjamin Britten’s 1951 Billy 
Budd is the first and still the most impor¬ 
tant opera with an unambiguous homosex¬ 
ual subtext. The new production at San Fran¬ 
cisco Opera ignores the subtext in favor of the 
more trendy, ecumenical theme of capital pun¬ 
ishment, heavily flogged in the program book, 
but unless you are deaf, dumb and blind, there 
is no way you cannot realize that John Claggart 
has to destroy Handsome Billy (or “Beauty,” as 
his shipmates call him) because he can’t admit 
to himself that he desires the young sailor. 

Even more telling is the conflict of Capt. Ed¬ 
ward Fairfax Vere, who narrates the opera’s de¬ 
tails in a painful prologue and epilogue. Vere, 
following “the law to the letter” (to crib from 
Les Miserables by Victor Hugo, a contemporary 
of Herman Melville, author of the novella Billy 
Budd, Foretop man), allows the inarticulate sea¬ 
man to be hanged for the crime of striking and 
’^11ingT^^eng^ol(fI^frVveh' < f'fiough e vtrf-' 
body knows Billy is absent malice, and that 
Claggart had it coming. 

Unnecessarily reducing a richly complicat¬ 
ed psychological drama to a political screed, a 
la Dead Man Walking, is doubly unfortunate in 
this case because in local debutant Kim Begley, 
SFO has the best Vere I’ve ever heard, a tenor 
capable of all the nuances that suggest Vere ac¬ 
tually condemns Billy because of his fear that 
releasing him would mean Vere burned with 
the same forbidden desires for the handsome 


sailor that brought about Claggart’s 
downfall. 

On the other hand, if you already 
know and love this opera, you can easily 
read between the lines of Begley’s per¬ 
formance and play out Vere’s repressive 
psychology in your own head. The 
tenor does nothing to get in your way, 
singing with both power and tender¬ 
ness, and acting as if his underwear 
were on fire and he daren’t let anyone 
know. This very powerful, moving per¬ 
formance confirmed what I’ve always 
thought about Billy Budd. Despite the 
title, it is Capt. Vere’s opera. 

Musically, SFO drove home the 
point by presenting the original 1951 
version of the opera that had pre¬ 
miered at Covent Garden with Britten 
conducting and his lover, Peter Pears, 
as Capt. Vere. I know 1 rag on SFO’s 
tipsy musicology, but this time music 
director Donald Runnicles hits the nail 
square on the fryad . His ryputation as a 
Strauss and Wagner conductor is 
earned, but to my ears, his best work 
here has been with more modern scores, 
specifically multiple Britten operas and 
the Tippett he conducted for the Opera 
Center a few years ago. 

I don’t think it has anything to do with 
his nationality, but with some harsh con¬ 
temporary truth in the music that appeals to 
his personality. These are very difficult operas 
to pull off, yet Runnicles makes them sound

“I noticed that there’s not much political come¬ 
dy in San Francisco anymore, and after 9/11,1 real¬ 
ized I didn’t have a choice,” she said. “Last year’s 
Tomapalooza event was three days before the recall 
election, and everyone was worried about the 
prospect of Schwarzenegger as governor. We really 
need to laugh in these times, and afterwards, people 
thanked me.” 

Geduldig admitted that throwing a George Bush 
Going Away Party is a case of wishful thinking writ 
large. But, regardless of the outcome of the Presi¬ 
dential race, it’s sure to provide a welcome release 
for like-minded liberals. 

Geduldig isn’t quite sure what these divas will be 
doing in the show, but said, “When you’ve got drag 
queens coming forward to impersonate the Bush 
women, it’s best to just give them artistic freedom.”

One ‘True’ thing 

Bruce Weber on dogs and war 


by Robert Julian 


ruce Weber is best known 
8 | for his still photography 
* and the iconic nudes he 
produces for those Abercrombie 
& Fitch catalogs. Although Weber 
has lived with the same woman 
for many years, the homoerotic 
content of his male images is un¬ 
deniable. Weber’s forays into fea¬ 
ture-length filmmaking are idio¬ 
syncratic, and A Letter to True is 
the latest addition to his excep¬ 
tionally lyrical catalog of docu¬ 
mentaries. 

This time around, Weber nar¬ 
rows his vision to focus on two 
subjects: his love for his dogs and 
the horrors of war. Weber opens 
the .film in black-and-white, with 


a very Abercrombie image of a 
naked young woman rolling 
around on the floor, loosely 
wrapped in a sheet and holding a 
motion-picture camera. He cuts 
back and forth between the 
woman and images of his own 
hand as he writes a letter to his 
youngest dog, True. Then the 
opening credits roll, and we’re off 
on a typically Weberian odyssey of 
sight and sound. 

Large sections of the film are 
devoted to his randy band of 
Labrador Retrievers, who romp 
around the grounds of Weber’s 
Long Island seaside home, run¬ 
ning in the surf and jumping in 
his swimming pool. Sometimes 
they lounge on the white slip-cov¬ 
ered sofa, and occasionally they 
are photographed wrapped in 


blankets — the poor man’s answer 
to William Wegman’s elegant Fay 
Wray. 

These segments of canine 
abandon are accompanied by 
Weber’s voiceover narration in 
which he professes his strong con¬ 
nection to the animals and his 
concerns for their safety after the 
tragic events of September 11, 
2001. There are more than a few 
images of war and its conse¬ 
quences, many from the Vietnam 
era, when Weber was attending 
film school at New York Universi¬ 
ty- 

Weber’s impressionistic mon¬ 
tage includes home movies of 
the late Dirk Bogarde; stills of 
Elizabeth Taylor, and footage 
from her early starring role in 
The Courage of Lassie; and an ex¬ 
cerpt from the television series 
Rin Tin Tin. Musical accompani¬ 
ment includes selections from 
Doris Day, Blossom Dearie, Jim¬ 
mie Durante, Ella Fitzgerald, 
and Bon Jovi. As you might 
imagine, any attempt to catego¬ 
rize or reduce A Letter to True to 
a chronological narrative would 
be simply futile. 

Weber’s last film, Chop Suey 
(2001), provided an overview of 
his life, with particular emphasis 
on the things that inspired him 
and led to a career in photogra¬ 
phy. A Letter to True is equally per¬ 
sonal and more moving than its 
immediate predecessor. Although 
five cinematographers are credit¬ 
ed, there is no denying that first, 
last, and always, A Letter to True is 
a Bruce Weber film. Weber is a 
sweet, poetic soul whose seeming¬ 
ly heartfelt musings result in films 



Wasted on rock ’n’ roll 

'Dig!' the frontmen from W. Coast bands

H ave you ever dreamed of 
moving in with your fa¬ 
vorite rock band? Getting 
to know the guys so well that you 
know things you might not wish 
to know? Ondi Timoner got to 
live the dream with two cutting- 
edge bands. Beginning a couple of 
years after Kurt Cobain’s suicide 
threatened to put a final chapter 
on the unruly world of alternative 
rock, Timoner persuaded the 
leaders of two West Coast bands 
to let her document their decid¬ 
edly unruly lives. 

In Dig!, we meet Anton New- 
combe, the messianic mad 
prophet of The Brian Jonestown 
Massacre (BJM), a band whose in¬ 
ternal fights were so demoralizing 
that nearly 40 musicians joined 
and left its ranks over the seven 
years of the shoot. BJM was a 
band that could often appear, even 
to its members, more of a cult 
than a musical organization. But 
it was also a band whose leader 
produced 11 albums over a 
decade, an output that prompts a 
rival musician to exclaim in awe 
and envy, “Their records will go 
on to be collectors’ items. We may 
just be forgotten.” 

While Anton Newcombe could 
come off as if he were Quentin 
Tarantino channeling Rasputin, Ti- 
moner’s other subject, blond 
bombshell Courtney Taylor of the 


Dandy Warhols, is cool and smooth 
as the other side of the pillow. 

Early on, we get an indiscreet 
hint about Newcombe’s feisty 
leadership style when a musician 
jokes about the Clockwork Or¬ 
ange-type atmosphere audiences 
had come to expect. “People went 
to a BJM concert to see if Anton 
would punch out the bass player.” 

Throughout the film, BJM gigs 
break up into shouting matches or 
fistfights. Occasionally, there is 
also the gentler anarchy of the 
sight of two boys kissing on stage. 
All this rock nihilism makes a lot 
more sense when we get to meet 
Newcombe’s parents: the tough- 
love mom who boasts of leaving 
Anton with the local cops after he 
broke curfew for the umpteenth 
time, and the dad who shame¬ 
facedly admits that his drinking 
led him to abandon Anton and his 
mom. Dad is proud of Anton’s gift 
to him of a BJM album, Thank 
God for Mental Illness. 

Cover material 

The director’s opinion of her 
leads comes into focus as we ob¬ 
serve Taylor narrating and spin¬ 
ning their story, while Newcombe, 
the real star, often appears as if 
he’s in a remake of The Fugitive. At 
one point, Taylor’s Dandies actu¬ 
ally drop in on the BJM’s crashpad 
because its almost lethal air of 
chaos makes a perfect faux setting 
for a Dandy Warhols album cover. 

Taylor’s wry style*stresses New¬ 


combe’s shortcomings (“There’s 
an anticipation of disaster at every 
BJM concert,”) while giving a 
much softer landing to his group’s 
setbacks, like the flop'of a trendy 
single. “When ‘Heroin’ didn’t 
break into the Top 10, the suits 
were clearly upset that we weren’t 
an overnight success.” 

Ironically, Dig! was sparked by 
the friendship of Newcombe and 
Taylor, and their hatred for the 
major record labels. In the course of 
the film, Newcombe sticks to his 
principles, which, along with a sub¬ 
stantial heroin habit, torpedoes vir¬ 
tually any chance that BJM’s albums 
will sell. While the Warhols also flirt 
with commercial disaster, Taylor 
manages to parlay their success on 
the European pop charts into an 
Oregon recording-studio complex 
that gives band members an asylum 
of financial self-sufficiency and san¬ 
ity. In the end, they can pass them¬ 
selves off as grownups surviving in 
a kids’ world. 

One wishes that Timoner had 
been able to include more music, 
the reason her sexy subjects ran 
off to join the rock circus in the 
first place. Fans who attend Fri¬ 
day’s opening screenings of Dig! at 
the Embarcadero Cinemas will 
meet ex-BJM musician Joel Gion, 
the sexy boy with the mutton- 
chop sideburns who also had to 
flee Anton’s despotic integrity. 

Newcombe’s BJM website in¬ 
cludes a denunciation of the final

that are consistently more than 
the sum of their parts. It’s quite 
possible you’ll both laugh and cry 
during A Letter to True, and walk 
out of the theater with your own 
bittersweet recollection of life’s 
joys and sorrows. In this sense, 
Weber once again proves himself 


capable of reflecting the complex 
realities of the human experience 
as well as anyone. ▼

i f your business is making mu¬ 
sicals, it’s your job to be look¬ 
ing for ideas that might work 
as a musical. But just because 
something can be turned into a 
musical doesn’t necessarily mean 
it should. 

That’s the case with The Oppo¬ 
site of Sex, the world-premiere

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musical at the Magic Theatre that 
is poised for a leap to Broadway. 
Based on the 1998 movie of the 
same name, it’s a generally enter¬ 
taining enterprise that finds most 
of its strength in Don Roos’ origi¬ 
nal screenplay. But when it decides 
to sing, rather than elaborating on 
the emotions of the characters, it 
tends to dumb them down. 

William Finn’s Falsettos is often 
invoked by the musical’s creators 
as a stylistic inspiration, and, in¬ 
deed, the new musical often re¬ 
sembles the earlier work in its in¬ 
timate scale, sung dialogue, a me¬ 
andering pastiche of a score, and 
a generous embrace of unortho¬ 
dox families. But while Finn cre¬ 
ated the entire universe of his mu¬ 
sical, the makers of The Opposite 
of Sex are reworking someone 
else’s vision. 

But at least it is an original vi¬ 
sion, and the adapters shouldn’t 
be charged with the mercenary 
motivations of those who made 
musicals from Saturday Night 
Fever, Footloose, and Urban Cow¬ 
boy. Of the eight main characters, 
three are gay, but the story is en¬ 
tirely queer in a humanistic mes¬ 
sage disguised with in-your-face 
cynicism. 

The libretto by director Robert 
Jess Roth and composer Douglas 
J. Cohen closely follows the film’s 
story of the upheaval — and ulti¬ 
mately, insight — a runaway teen 
from Louisiana brings to a small 
collection of characters living 
complacently in a suburban Indi¬ 
ana town. 

Dede Truitt, just 16 but wise 
beyond her years, seeks out her 
gay half-brother Bill for refuge, 
even though in her narration she 
displays an openly caustic view of 
“the gays.” She promptly seduces 
Bill’s pretty-but-dense boyfriend 
Matt, gets pregnant, and steals 
Matt away, prompting a cross¬ 
country chase that includes not 
only Bill but Lucia (the repressed 
sister of Bill’s late lover, who se¬ 
cretly loves Bill) and Carl (a clod¬ 
dish sheriff who loves Lucia). 

Roth and Cohen have fun with 
theatrical conventions in their

adaptation of the screenplay. After 
Bill sings of his anguish at losing 
Matt, Dede says to the audience, 
“Hey, just because his music is 
turbulent doesn’t make him bet¬ 
ter than me.” And when a mini¬ 
production number starts up 
when the characters reach Los An¬ 
geles, Dede commands the per¬ 
formers to stop. “I hate that cheesy 
shit.” 

Using a minimum of props and 
furniture pieces moved about by the 
cast, the production travels quickly 
through its multiple locations. But 
too often, the songs (which are sel¬ 
dom songs in the beginning, mid¬ 
dle, and big-finish style) bog down 
the proceedings. Sentiments that 
the movie presented effectively in a 
few choice words are now elongated 
in Roth and Cohen’s shallower 
lyrics and Cohen’s mostly unmem- 
orable music. 

The cast has a strong Broadway 
pedigree, and it shows. Kerry But¬ 
ler, fresh from the revival of Little 
Shop of Horrors, recalls Christina 
Ricci’s magnetic screen perfor¬ 
mance as Dede without being an 
imitation. As Lucia, Tony-winner 
Karen Ziemba creates a strong and 
believable character that is distinct 
from Lisa Kudrow’s delightful 
work in the movie. 


Kevin McCarthy, the original 
Officer Lockstock in Urinetown, 
offers a drolly underplayed per¬ 
formance as the sheriff that Lyle 
Lovett first played. As Bill, Dede’s 
academic brother, John Bolton is 
a bit colorless in the least eccentric 
role. But David Burtka has the 
right stuff as his boy-toy lover. Lo¬ 
cally cast performers Ian Scott 
McGregor as Dede’s back-home 
boyfriend and Joe Mandragona as 
Bill’s blackmailing student hold 
their own with their out-of-town 
counterparts. 

The Opposite of Sex may have 
the greatest appeal for those who 
never saw the movie, or at least 
haven’t seen it since its initial re¬ 
lease. The story is quirky and in¬ 
triguing, and the added music 
may seem less an encumbrance. 
But if you’re going to add songs to 
an existing property, they need to 
tell the story not only as well as the 
original, but actually add some¬ 
thing. In this regard, The Opposite 
of Sex seldom succeeds. T

Bernstein on the air 

11-part radio documentary debuts

eonard Bernstein was the 
first major American con- 
HmM ductor to grow up listen¬ 
ing to pop tunes and jazz. With 
Gilbert 8c Sullivan, Jerome Kern, 
and black music among his early 
loves, his genius lay in an ability 
to assimilate pop, classical, and 
uniquely American forms of 
music into genre-busting com¬ 
positions endowed with an im¬ 
mediately identifiable personal 
voice. 

Bernstein’s reputation as the 
most influential American com¬ 
poser/conductor of the last cen¬ 
tury has continued to grow, 14 
years after his death. To honor 
his life and work, Chicago’s 
WFMT radio network and Steve 
Rowland have created Leonard 
Bernstein: An American Life, an 
11-part radio documentary air¬ 
ing weekly in SF this month on 
KALW-FM 91.7, and KCSM-FM

narrates the series, and actors 
Alec Baldwin, Maria Tucci, Bern¬ 
stein’s daughter Jamie, and 
record producer Schuyler 
Chapin read the correspondence 
and comments. 


Born in Lawrence, MA, in 
1918, Bernstein the man and 
musician constantly communi¬ 
cated what gay composer John 
Corigliano terms an “intense joy 
in being alive.” In 1937, while still 
a student at Harvard, Bernstein 
met Aaron Copland at a concert. 
Surprised by Copland’s warmth 
and accessibility, he immediately 
struck up a friendship. A year 
later, Copland invited him to 
visit. Promising to teach his fu¬ 
ture protege everything he knew, 
Copland welcomed him into a 
musical circle that included Marc 
Blitzstein, William Schumann, 
Roy Harris, and Paul Bowles. To 
this mix was soon added Adolph 
Green, Bernstein’s first room¬ 
mate after Harvard; and Serge 
Koussevitsky, his musical godfa¬ 
ther of sorts. That some of these 
men were either Jewish, homo¬ 
sexual or both certainly con¬ 
tributed to camaraderie.

\ he 27th Mill Valley Film 

|! Festival contains the usual 
high-powered mix of 
American indepefident films, 
Oscar-quality Hollywood fare and 
a provocative sample of world cin¬ 
ema. The biggest change this year 
is the last-minute switch in venues. 
The fabled Sequoia Cinemas were 
hit by the collapse of the ceiling in 
one of the twin theatres. As a re¬ 
sult, all programs previously slat¬ 
ed for the Sequoia will now be 
screened at The Regency Theatre 
complex in San Rafael. The near¬ 
by Rafael Film Center will host 
most of the remaining programs. 

Tarnation The life you save may 
be your own. Jonathan Caouette 
seems to have taken this advice to 
heart from the age of 11, when he 
first pointed a home-movie camera 
at the vortex of chaos and confusion 
that enveloped his Houston family 
from the time his mother was sub¬ 
jected to electric-shock therapy. 
Jonathan seems to have had no 
more profound purpose behind his 
eclectic collage of home movies, 
recorded on a half-dozen formats 
and spiced up with snippets of pop 
culture and home answering-ma¬ 
chine tapes, than making himself 
real to himself. Suffering from an 
odd malady called depersonaliza¬ 
tion, a sense of standing outside 
your body and feeling detached 
from your emotions, Jonathan 
found that self-documentation 
grounded him and, as a bonus, al¬ 
lowed him to explore a unique aes¬ 
thetic, such as direct-address mono¬ 
logues to the camera in which he 
seems to channel his troubled 
mother’s persona in a thoroughly 
original way, as if a young Tennessee 
Williams had been caught doing 
Blanche at age 12. 

While a dire commentary on 
the antediluvian state of ’50s men¬ 
tal-health care, Tarnation is more 
profoundly a surreal visual poem 
about a boy’s love for his mother, 
the power of art to heal, and a 
beautiful young man’s instinct to 
leave Texas while the getting was 
still good. The debut of an awe¬ 
some original talent.

Imaginary Heroes Timmy 
Travis (Emile Hirsch) harbors a 
guilty secret about the death of his 
fair-haired brother Matt (Kip Par- 
due) that threatens to destroy his 
once-prosperous suburban fami¬ 
ly.

Hirsch ( The Mudge Boy ) 
demonstrates anew his claim to be 
the best young American actor 
under 21, and Weaver just rules.

- or every complete opera 

W recording the financially- 

m strapped music industry is 

not making, it seems to be issuing 
a half-dozen single-singer recital 
discs. It’s usually a poor trade-off. 
Few singers can hold listeners’ in¬ 


come from Karita Mattila, in Grieg 
and Sibelius Songs (Warner Clas¬ 
sics) and Bernarda Fink, in Dvo¬ 
rak Songs (Harmonia Mundi). I’ve 
listened to both multiple times, 
beginning to end, paying full at¬ 
tention, and they’re nowhere near 
ready to go on the shelf. 

Consistently doing some of the 
most accomplished, emotionally 
invested singing on today’s opera 
stages has limited the amount of 
attention Mattila can give the song 
literature. The Sibelius songs on 
her new CD, expertly partnered by 
her fellow Finn Sakari Oramo and 
the City of Birmingham Sympho¬ 
ny Orchestra, give this invaluable 
artist the chance to sing in her 
own language (and, in the Grieg 
songs, in Norwegian), the rewards 
of which are deep. 

The big Sibelius songs such as 
‘ Hostkvall’ (“Fall Evening”), which 
begins the program, register more 
as “deeds” than performances. 
Unfurling on an open note big as 
a Brtinnhilde cry (and perfectly 
controlled), ‘Hostkvall’ goes on to 
paint a frequently stark picture of 
a “wanderer” observing what is 
obviously no ordinary Nordic 
sunset. Like all the Sibelius songs, 
it’s dauntingly long-lined, and you 
listen in wonder as Mattila winds 
her lustrous instrument around a 
stretch of melody that goes from 
battle cry Icris de coeur to hushed, 
supple phrases suffused with the 
pathos of lost Melisande. 

The texts are drenched in that 
signature Northern European 
Weltschmerz —“Beauty is passing, 
and happiness does not last” — 
that Elisabeth Soderstrom once 
joked about: “We Scandinavians 
think the first day of spring is the 
saddest day of the year, since win¬ 
ter will come so soon.” Mattila 
conveys their muted sadness from 
deep inside while digging in even 
deeper to launch a vaulting phrase 
at thrilling full voice to hint at 


terest over an entire CD, except 
when they are performing CD- 
length works or song cycles. In¬ 
tending no insult to a singer as 
important as Anna Netrebko, it 
took me three spins to get through 
her new Sempre Libera CD. Every 
20 minutes or so, I’d had enough 
of the voice. 

Two of the year’s greatest CDs

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transcendence. Then, in ‘Varen 
flyktar hastigt ’ (“Spring rushes 
by”), she’s playful. 

The big piece here is ‘Luonno- 
tar,' Sibelius’ vocal tone poem that 
is widely considered one of his 
best compositions. Mattila never 
loses the essential narrative thread 
of the tale of the creation of the 
heavens by the sky maiden Luon- 
notar, while pouring out some of 
the most resplendent sounds to 
have crossed a microphone this 
century. 

The Grieg songs are rendered 
with comparable subtlety yet 
voluptuousness of sound. Of all 
the accounts of the Solveig songs I 
know, Mattila’s have most denied 
themselves the excesses of senti¬ 
mentality other singers have ex¬ 
ploited. Being touched to the core 
without feeling manipulated is a 
refreshing, cleansing experience. 

Czech point 

Besides being up for virtually 
every award the record industry 
gives, Fink’s Dvorak Songs CD 
marks a turning point in Czech 
music’s staking its claim on the 
central repertoire. Janacek has en¬ 
joyed repertoire status for a cou¬ 



ple of decades now, but his col¬ 
leagues’ work (even Dvorak’s) is 
known only in nuggets, usually 
performed by Czechs. 

The Argentine-born Fink, who 
has established a career largely on 
early-music opera in Italian, sings 
this sage selection of songs as if 
they were, in the words of the 
English title of the most famous of 
them, “Songs My Mother Taught 
Me.” It’s hard to imagine a more 
sympathetic pianist than Roger 
Vignoles, who cut his teeth ac¬ 
companying Soderstrom. 

Fink masterfully handles the 
swells in the vocal line that are as 
signal features of Czech songs as 
ornaments in Baroque singing, al¬ 
ways to specific expressive effect. 
The consistent seamlessness of 
line is augmented by a rhythmic 
vitality that never shorts the keen¬ 
ness of characterization she brings 
to each of these 35 songs. 

Her rich, umber mezzo ideally 
conveys the songs’ highly individ¬ 
ualized emotions. The love songs 
that make up most of the fare 
seem to cover the whole range of 
emotions associated with music’s 
favorite subject. This is music- 
making at its most beguiling. T 


Classical Elvis 

'// Sogno' with MTT

Elvis Costello: II Sogno, London 
Symphony Orchestra, Michael 
Tilson Thomas (Deutsche Gram- 
mophon) 

R ocker Elvis Costello has gone 
legit, but it won’t come as a 
surprise to the many fans 
who have followed his amazing 
27-year career. Ever since The Juli¬ 
et Letters with the Brodsky Quar¬ 
tet and a song cycle for mezzo-so¬ 
prano Anne Sofie von Otter, 
Costello has been honing his skills 
as a composer and arranger. 

The recent release of II Sogno 
on the prestigious Deutsche 
Grammophon label conclusively 
recognizes his status as a “serious” 
musician, and the inclusion of his 
birthdate on the booklet cover 
only confirms his membership in 
the classical Who’s Who. 

Conceived as an evening- 
length ballet based on Shake¬ 
speare’s A Midsummer Night’s- 
Dream, II Sogno was written over 
a 10-week span and orchestrated 
without the help of computer 
software or collaborators. The 
concert suite, distilled for the 
new disc, surely benefited from 
the advice of conductor Michael 
Tilson Thomas, but there is no 
doubting the work is pure 
Costello. 

Stylistically, II Sogno is all over 
the map, and trying to track the 
influences is a large part of the 
fun. There is formal music for the 
court, folk music and marches for 
the rustics, and a sort of dreamy, 
jazz-flavored atmosphere for the 
“swinging fairies.” 

What holds the episodic piece 
together is a sort of overarching 
impressionism vaguely reminiscent 
_ 



of film composer Angelo Badal- 
mente ( Twin Peaks). At MTT’s urg¬ 
ing, Costello has made a sincere at¬ 
tempt at writing pure music that 
could survive without visual help. 

The results are mostly success¬ 
ful, and, at just over an hour, II 
Sogno fairly flies by in a flurry of 
catchy and evocative numbers. Of 
course, it helps to know the story, 
and I would like to see the whole 
ballet. The Italian troupe that ap¬ 
proached Costello in the first place 
had the right idea. The music is 
ripe for dancing. 

Soloists Peter Erskine, percus¬ 
sion; John Harle, saxophone; and 
Chris Laurence, double bass, groove 
in the overtly jazzy passages, and 
the piquant sound of the cimbalom 
(hammer dulcimer) adds delec¬ 
table character throughout. 

MTT and his old colleagues the 
London Symphony Orchestra give 
a lush, romantic feel to the big 
melodies, moving things along 
with a sure pace. 

Costello only wants to write 
understandable music that illumi¬ 
nates the human condition. This 
example of his evolving talent is 
moving in the right direction. 

With a new marriage and song 
collaborations with singer Diana 
Krall, not to mention another new 
release with his old band The Im¬ 
posters, Elvis Costello is on a roll. ▼

Fascinating rhythms 

How David 0. Russell hears '/ ¥ Huckabees'

nee a director, always a di¬ 
rector. David O. Russell has 
a sharp sense of humor (he 
wrote Spanking the Monkey, his 
mother/son incest story, as a very 
dark comedy); his way of dressing 
— suit, no tie and sneakers — is 
seemingly casual but really aimed 
at an effect as specific as any single 
moment in his four films; his 
light-brown hair is worn shoul¬ 
der-length and without a hint of 
styling; like Johnny Depp, he is the 
eternal boy, yet very much the 
grownup. He appears easily a 
decade younger than his 46 years. 
Seeing that I wanted to videotape 
our mid-morning chat (for which 
he was fashionably late), Russell 
set about adjusting the light, turn¬ 
ing off all the lamps in the small 
hotel room, and sitting himself 
down in front of my camera so 
that his face was precisely divided 
into light and dark spheres, an 
ideal public face for a director 
whose comedies address real-life 
problems for which he has pas¬ 
sionate feelings: as one critic put 
it, “the jail of family and the mis¬ 
behavior of the inmates” ( Spank¬ 
ing the Monkey, Flirting with Dis¬ 
aster), the horrors of war on non- 
combatants ( Three Kings), and 
now, a Zen-like dissection of the 
soul of a young man who hires 
psychic detectives to help deal 
with a nasty workplace rivalry (I 
[Heart] Huckabees). 

Russell has a reputation for 
being tough with his actors: he 
pushed Jeremy Davies very hard in 
the extremely uncomfortable sex 
scenes with Alberta Watson play¬ 
ing his mother in Monkey, and 
Davies, to his credit, pushed back. 
Russell told Graham Fuller in an 
interview, “The scene in which Ray 
throws his mother down on the 
bed and fondles her breasts, well 
there were versions of that where 
he actually rapes her, and Jeremy 
didn’t want to do that.” 

His inspiration for Monkey 
came from Gus Van Sant’s bold 
Mala Noche. “What a ballsy thing: 
to make a film about a guy’s lust 
for this kid.” 

On location for Three Kings, 
Russell had a well-publicized 
blowup with his lead, George 
Clooney, which the tabloids called 
a fistfight. Russell wonders why 
Clooney got so much attention. 
“Because he was loud?” 

In I [Heart] Huckabees, the 
close work with his all-star cast was 
a bit more congenial. Russell dis¬ 
misses a recent New York Times 
Magazine piece alleging fireworks 
on the set between himself and Lily 
Tomlin, calling it a very inaccurate 
account of the location shoot by a 
reporter he considered a friend. 

He says among the most trea¬ 
sured memories of his experience 


making Huckabees are the two 
days he spent reading the script to 
Dustin Hoffman at the actor’s LA 
home. Russell calls The Graduate 
the most influential movie of his 
childhood, explaining that he’s 
trying to replicate the great edgy 
American films of the late ’60s 
and early 70s. So imagine his as¬ 
tonishment when Hoffman in¬ 
formed him that The Graduate 
took a hundred days to shoot. 
“That’s a long time for a movie 
that’s essentially about two people 
in a room.” 

Russell notes that Hoffman is a 
great collaborator without letting 
ego intrude, “and if your context 
is artful and sincere, he really re¬ 
sponds to that.” Hoffman sur¬ 
prised him during rehearsals. “I 
would be talking, and he wasn’t 
looking at me, and I said, Are you 
listening to me?’ He said, ‘Yeah, 
I’m listening to your rhythms. You 
have three rhythms when you 
speak: you speak very fast and 
very intensely, then very deliber¬ 
ately and slowly when you’re de¬ 
scribing something, and finally, 
you listen quietly and intensely.’” 

Script music 

Russell says that Hoffman real¬ 
ly got the rhythm of the Huckabees 
script, “the comedy, the dialogue, 
and the ensemble between him, 
Lily and Jude Law. That was im¬ 
portant because before, when I 
paid so much attention to the way 
I heard a scene, I thought I was 
constricting the actors, and he 
told me that’s ‘the music of the 
script, that’s what’s in your head.’ 
When Dustin says that, everyone 
looks and nods.” 

As a thank-you gift, Russell 
gave Hoffman a wooden grillwork 
from LA’s soon-to-be demolished 
Ambassador Hotel. It appears in 
The Graduate in a scene between 
Hoffman and Buck Henry. 
Henry’s front-desk clerk asks 
Hoffman’s Benjamin Braddock, 
“Are you here for an affair, sir?” 

Russell, much in the vein of the 
great Preston Sturges, is known 
for his creative mix of verbal and 
physical humor. In Flirting with 
Disaster, a gay government agent 
(Six Feet Unders Richard Jenkins) 
tries to arrest Ben Stiller’s birth- 
parents (Alan Alda, Lily Tomlin) 
for giving LSD to their guests, 
while he himself is wigging out on 
an acid high. In Huckabees, the 
hero (Jason Schwartzman) winds 
up having an oddly erotic mud- 
fight with the legendary French 
actress Isabelle Huppert. 

“Jason’s character loves nature 
and the open spaces, so you have 
this marsh he’s trying to save. Is¬ 
abelle’s character refutes the psy¬ 
chic detectives, saying, ‘Life is dis¬ 
appointing, it is what it is.’ There’s 
a bluntness as well as a sexuality to 
that. It just cracked me up that two 
people would have a love scene by

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smashing each other’s faces in the 
mud, especially a beautiful French 
icon like Isabelle. To see two peo¬ 
ple make out covered in that mud, 
it’s both funny and erotic to me in 
some weird way.” 

Karma call 

Russell says he always had 
Schwartzman in mind to play the 
beleaguered environmental ac¬ 
tivist who has his karma adjusted 
by Hoffman and Tomlin’s psychic 
detectives. “I intuited that he was 
like a brother to me from watch¬ 
ing Rushmore [Schwartzman’s 
breakthrough debut for Wes An¬ 
derson], but you don’t know if a 
hunch is going to be right. 

“Some people said to Jason, 
‘My god, your character’s such a 
mess in this movie.’ I don’t think 
so. I think the people who dare to 
go beyond the lockdown, stable 
role of their lives are my heroes.” 
Russell, whose film debut was de¬ 
layed by years spent with clip¬ 
boards in the trenches of progres¬ 
sive causes, impishly adds, “Once 
again, we’re brought to the subject 
of Democrats and Republicans.” 

Watching Huckabees, I kept 
flashing on all the ’60s movies it 
brought to mind, films about 
lovesick nerds like the boyishly de¬ 
lectable Michael Crawford in 
Richard Lester’s The Knack and 
How to Get It and Francis Coppola’s 
You're a Big Boy Now. Russell slyly 
admits, “I did see Coppola’s film, 
Jason’s uncle, and it shocked me at 
how uncharacteristic it felt for

Coppola. It was almost like a Spike 
Jonze movie, I mean the character 
has that innocence and sweetness.” 

As you might expect from a 
guy who wears sneakers and a suit, 
Russell is a tad eccentric about his 
personal transportation. He ex¬ 
plained the dual rationale behind 
the scenes in Huckabees where 
Schwartzman’s character rides a 
bike with the character played by 
Mark Wahlberg. “I lived in New 
York for 13 years, and I rode my 


bike everywhere. It’s like riding a 
horse around the city. It’s lyrical 
when Jason and Mark ride their 
bikes together in Huckabees. And 
that friendship is my friendship 
with Mark. I’m the middle-class 
guy who went to college, and he’s 
the guy from Dorchester who 
went to prison like half of his nine 
brothers and sisters did. I think 
you feel the essence of the friend¬ 
ship when they take off on their 
bikes together.” Opens Friday. T

Casualty reports 

Throughout the war on Iraq, 
CBS has been most engaged in re¬ 
porting not only the war, but the 
casualties. They are the only major 
network to have a nightly news 
segment, Fallen Heroes, that high¬ 
lights the dead. Dan Rather nar¬ 
rates every piece, humanizing the 
fallen, and making vivid the cost 
of the war in American lives. PBS 
runs photos of the dead with their 
stats after news broadcasts, and 
ABC’s This Week lists the names of 
American dead each week at the 
end of their In Memoriam seg¬ 
ment. Interestingly, NBC and Fox, 
the most hawkish of the networks, 
utterly ignore the casualties. 

But CBS is ditching a 60 Min¬ 
utes report slated to run on the 
fake documents used to support 
the war on Iraq. Senior corre¬ 
spondent Ed Bradley has been 
working on the report for months. 
CBS, under fire for the question¬ 
able documents regarding Bush’s 
military service, stated that it 
would be “unfair to the White 
House” to release such a report so 
close to the election. 

Unfair to the White House? 
Journalism is about news, nothing 
else. The duty behind the First 
Amendment is the people’s fun¬ 
damental right to know. CBS’ gut¬ 
lessness on this issue makes a 
mockery of those nightly reports 
on Fallen Heroes. Those men and 
women are dead because of a lie. 
Isn’t this fake documents issue 
vital to the voting public? 

The furor over Rather seems 
to have diminished, except 
among right-wing bloggers. We 
believe he will not be forced to 
resign. We caught him on 60 
Minutes II last week, reporting 
from Costa Rica. Rather, whose 
personal passion (beyond bring¬ 
ing down Bush) is trains, detailed 
the risks taken by would-be im¬ 
migrants from Costa Rican who 
nightly risk their lives attempting 
to escape to America via train. 
During the segment, Rather, at 
72, jumped onto a train himself. 
Not the sort of stuff one sees 
from most anchors. If CBS forces 
Rather to resign, they truly will 
lose all credibility. 

Soap sop 

Meanwhile, on daytime, ABC 
still leads in queer storylines, but 
we’d like to see Bianca ( All My 
Children ) get her baby back in our 
lifetime. We are already tired of 
Mark, the drab gay character on 
One Live to Live, and tireder still 
of Marcie talking about her gay 
brother Ed, and the family con¬ 
flicts over him getting married. It’s 
very difficult to feel connected to 
characters who never appear on 
camera. Either bring Ed and fi¬ 
ance James on-camera, or stop 
talking about them. The gay mar¬ 
riage debate on a soap is mean¬ 
ingless unless we have people to 
invest the argument with emo¬ 
tion. How long are they planning 
their wedding? Don’t tell us they 
can’t find queer actors for a New 
York soap! 

Finally, Terri Hatcher, star of 
the campy new ABC drama Des¬ 
perate Housewives, told Conan 
O’Brien her six-year-old watched 
the debate, and told her what he 
thought of both candidates. Of 
Kerry, the child noted he thought 
he could do a better job, make bet¬ 
ter rules, and win. Of Bush, the 
child noted, “He said uh and um a 
lot.”

Stay tuned, particularly Friday 
night. ▼

W ho could have guessed 
that the most exciting 
new show of the fall sea¬ 
son would be the Presidential 
campaign? 

We are going to press just as 
Pretty Boy Edwards squares, up 
against Dick Cheney, so we can’t 
guess how that will go, but we pre¬ 
sume the kid who won millions 
against big bad corporations as a 
trial lawyer will simply view Che- 
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ney as another conglomerate to be 
brought down — say, Hallibur¬ 
ton. We know going in Cheney 
wins on gravitas (after all, he is 
Satan), but we also know Edwards 
wins on likability and hair. And as 
we learned in the first debate, 
might doesn’t necessarily mean 
right. 

Then, Friday, Oct. 8, 

Bush and Kerry duke 
it out again. The day 
after the Sept. 30 de¬ 
bate, a Boston Globe 
editorial was suc¬ 
cinct: “Ladies and 
gentlemen, you 
wake today to a 
whole new 
Presidential 
race. Last night, 

John Kerry won as clear a debate 
victory as we’ve seen since Ronald 
Reagan outdueled Jimmy Carter 
in 1980. The Democratic chal¬ 
lenger seemed more serious and 
substantive, more knowledgeable 
and confident, than the man who 
holds the job.” 

Last weekend 
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watching Jack Hanna’s Animal 
Kingdom on ABC, about Sweet¬ 
water, the chimpanzee refuge es¬ 
tablished in Kenya by Jane 
Goodall. We love Hanna and the 
work he does with conservation 
and animal preservation. We’ve 
been watching his reports from 
the animal kingdom for 
ages — when he was 
Director of the 
Columbus Zoo and 
brought animals on 
Johnny Carson, now 
as Director of the 
wildlife preserve at 
Busch Gar¬ 
dens, bring¬ 
ing animals 
on Jay Leno. 

His report 
on the chimpanzees was remark¬ 
able. Most people do not know 
they’re endangered. We’re killing 
off their habitat, and in their na¬ 
tive countries, they’re eaten as a 
delicacy. Most people also don’t 
know that they’re the closest rela¬ 
tive to humans: we share 99% of 
their DNA. They are more closely 
related to us than they are to other 
apes. 

Which certainly explained a lot 
in the debate. When we watched 
the chimps gamboling at Sweet¬ 
water, we were struck by how re¬ 
markably human they were: sit¬ 
ting around chatting, walking up¬ 
right. When we watched the first 
debate, we were struck by how re¬ 
markably chimplike Bush was: 
hunched over his podium, 
scratching his head, making those 
strange faces, looking quizzically 
at the camera as if the answers to 
Jim Lehrer’s questions might 
magically appear there — or at 
least there would be a banana. On 
November 3, we know there’s a 
good place Jack Hanna can take 
him. 

We are too young to have seen 
the Kennedy-Nixon debate, but 
through the wonders of video¬ 
tape, we have viewed it. Not since 
then has a candidate looked as bad 
in relation to his competitor as 
Bush did facing off against Kerry. 
The aw-shucks approach that 
works so well for Bush in choreo¬ 
graphed campaign stops came off 
as simply stupid. 

Ad fib 

Bush at the debate — bum¬ 
bling, fumbling, inarticulate, 
angry — presents stark counter¬ 
point to his new TV ad cam¬ 
paign, which is forceful and 
frightening. Scenes of white sub¬ 
urban Americans going about 
their daily tasks, getting the kids 
off for school, provides the back¬ 
drop for a startling message: 
Kerry and “liberals in Congress” 
have already made America less 
safe. If elected, the viewer is left 
to imagine the dire conse¬ 
quences: terror will strike us. 

The ads shock not so much for 


their terrifying message as for 
their unmitigated lies. Kerry is a 
Senator, not President yet, and 
there’s a Republican majority in 
both houses of Congress. Doesn’t 
that mean if the Congressional 
votes in question have gone a par¬ 
ticular way, it’s because Republi¬ 
cans and the President wanted 
them to? Thus, if we are at risk, it 
is from Bush 8c Co. Just a little re¬ 
ality check. 

Prior to the debate, former 
Texas Gov. Ann Richards was in¬ 
terviewed on news programs 
about Bush campaign tactics. She 
said during her race with Bush, his 
team first began noting that many 
of the people that worked for her 
weren’t married. Then that she 
wasn’t married. Then that they all 
might be gay, anathema in a right- 
wing Christian state. Nice. 

Fox News chief political cor¬ 
respondent Carl Cameron post¬ 
ed a series of fake quotes on the 
Fox News website allegedly said 
by Kerry after the debate. The 
quotes were not taken down 
until protests ensued on October 
1. Every alleged quote was queer- 
toned; Kerry allegedly referred to 
himself as a “metrosexual” with 
great “nails and cuticles,” and al¬ 
legedly said women would vote 
for him because he did mani¬ 
cures. Swish, swish, swish. Fox is 
low, but CBS is still feeling the 
heat for alleged fake documents. 
How are fake quotes different? 
Just ask Ann Richards: queer¬ 
baiting is a favored tool of the 
Bush set. 

When Kerry first chose Ed¬ 
wards as his running mate, there 
was some gay-baiting that went 
on as well, winking and nodding 
over their physical closeness, 
over the fact that both had wives 
who were older than they. That 
approach was set aside in favor of 
slurring Kerry’s war record, but 
the damage seemed to have been 
done. Edwards has been far afield 
from Kerry for months. 

Kerry’s new TV ads are also 
frightening. With their violent 
jumpcuts from the war in Iraq, 
they remind viewers that the war 
isn’t over, it’s bloodier than ever. 
Each evening newscast supports 
the scenes from the Kerry ads: 
Iraq is definitely getting more vi¬ 
olent. With few exceptions (no¬ 
tably hurricanes), Iraq leads the 
news most nights. Last week, a 
score of Americans and more 
than 100 Iraqi police and civilians 
were killed in attacks. In Septem¬ 
ber, over 1,000 Americans were 
wounded. As ABC senior foreign 
affairs correspondent Martha 
Radditz asserted midweek, the 
ground war has become extreme. 
Daily car bombs put everyone at 
terrible risk. Radditz added that 
the President seems to have a dis¬ 
connect when it comes to under¬ 
standing the current extent of the 
carnage in Iraq.

now poised to take his fans by 
firestorm in the new Disney film 
Ladder 49.

Joaquin Phoenix has also come 
a long way.

Brother 
River would be the superstar, until 
his untimely death from a drug 
overdose in ’93. River’s death gave 
Joaquin more of an impetus to 
succeed. Gay director Gus Van 
Sant, who directed River in My 
Own Private Idaho, took a chance 
on 19-year-old Joaquin in ’94, 
casting him as Nicole Kidman’s 
obsessive devotee in To Die For. 

It’s been uphill ever since for 
30-year-old Joaquin: an Academy 
Award nomination for Gladiator, 
and now, as fireman Jack Morri¬ 
son in Ladder 49, top billing. 

The cast of Ladder 49 and its 
director, Jay Russell, boarded pilot 
John Travolta’s 707 luxury jetliner 
and toured the country, making 
their final stop in Boston three 
days before the film’s release. I 
spent the rainy afternoon with 
them at The Four Seasons hotel. 
The two standouts, of course, were 
Travolta and Phoenix, the stars. 

Travolta said about his part, “I 
have had so many bad guy roles 
lately that it was refreshing to be 
able to play someone with a soul. 

“I always prepare for my roles, 
but I can’t remember a time I have 
worked so hard or cared so much 
about a role. The entire cast spent 
six weeks in Baltimore before shoot¬ 
ing began, training with the city’s 
firefighters. They were sticklers for 
detail. They were even on the set 
once filming commenced, and 
wouldn’t let us get away with any¬ 
thing, be it verbiage or technicality.” 

Travolta, 50, may well get his 
third Academy Award nomination, 
not for Ladder 49, but for his star¬ 
ring role in A Love Song for Bobby 
Long. He could barely contain him¬ 
self when talking about that film. 
“It’s one of those small films that 
need to be nurtured and promoted 
well by its publicists, covered prop¬ 
erly in the media: I play someone 
slightly older than myself, and it is 
just such a great movie.” Is his per¬ 
formance Oscar-worthy? “Actually, 
yes. It would be so great if I were to 
be honored with even a nomina¬ 
tion, not because I want an award 
but because I think it would help 
that film earn the recognition it de¬ 
serves.” Travolta will also reprise his 
role as Chili Palmer in Be Cool, the 
sequel to Get Shorty. 

Poster boy 

Walking into the hotel suite, 
the self-assured sex symbol 
Phoenix picked up a poster of 
Ladder 49 on a chair, turned it 


over to the blank side, rested it 
against a wall, shook my hand and 
sat next to me. He was clearly not 
in the mood to be stared back at 
by himself. “I never cared about 
billing. Five years after a New- 
man/Redford movie, who would 
know who had top billing? I 
wouldn’t have done the movie if 
validation was what I needed. 

“I think most kids aspire to be¬ 
come what their older brothers or 
sisters are. I just happened to have 
an older brother who was a suc¬ 
cessful actor, and I wanted to be 
like him. 

“Since, as kids, we grew up with¬ 
out a TV, we were challenged to use 
our imaginations, and we spent a 
lot of time dressing up, doing plays 
and singing songs. We were in more 
of a position to experiment, and 
not care about rejection if we were 


turned down for a role. 

“There was a time in my acting 
career, before my brother died, 
that I wanted out of the business. 
I had made Space Camp, Russkies 
and Parenthood, and just had it. I 
wanted to be out of the spotlight. 
To have my own life. But after a 
few years of not working in the 
movie business, I realized that 
something was missing, and de¬ 
cided to give it another chance. It 
just happened to be after my 
brother died. But I did feel like 
there was fulfillment when I went 
back to acting. And now I could 
never think of not acting again.” 

Phoenix is also proud to be part 
of the Best Film at this year’s Toron¬ 
to Film Festival, Hotel Rwanda. 

It’s clear that Phoenix and Tra¬ 
volta are still climbing the ladder 
to success. T

So many artists... 

Y ou’d think Kerry/Edwards already had the prize wrapped up 
the way San Franciscans partied and celebrated last week, most 
notably at Saturday’s hugely successful Love Parade, and then 
at Sunday’s packed Castro Street Fair, which came off superbly de¬ 
spite an overcast chill. On the Main Stage, The Tubes totally rocked 
the queer crowd. This 70s band is enjoying a come-back world 
tour, and damned if they didn’t whole-heartedly put out for the 
troops! Lead vocalist Fee Waybill grabbed lots of much-deserved 
attention through his impassioned vocals, frenetic body move¬ 
ments, expressive, gravelly face, and wild-as-fuck couture (slick ’50s 
greaser; masked, bare-chested leather daddy; towering disco diva; 
etc). He and bandmates were wildly entertaining in an unusually 
long set that showed off ample diversity while maintaining a booty¬ 
shaking energy. At times Waybill cozied up with and/or bounced 
off of those gyrating hussies the Von Blondenberg Sisters. 

Stepping out of their go-go roles and into their band Pepper- 
spray, the sisters’ alter egos, Princess Kennedy and Jordan L’Moore, 
joined bandmates Tinkle, Peggy L’Eggs, Jennifer Hope and Dr. Ice 
for a rousing drag-rock spectacle replete with sexy “Pepperettes” 
on the sidelines, swishing hips and showing off bulges and tattooed 
skin despite a foggy breeze that turned their boners limp. Fortu¬ 
nately the band members were hot, including Precious Moments 
(Michael Soldier), shockingly out of drag because he had expected 
to be doing a porn shoot instead of performing for us. The crowd 
was in great spirits and adored every moment of the set. 

Now, I know not everyone is a huge Garrin Benfield fan the way 
I am — but you would be if you’d heard him live last Thursday at 
The Independent (site of “The Box” of yore) where fans witnessed 
a breathtaking display of guitarmanship, far beyond anything I’d 
seen him do before. He was playing songs off his new album, Where 
Joy Kills Sorrow, but his live set was far more free-wheeling and ex¬ 
citing than his tightly controlled CD. The live show reached stratos- 
pherically, taking him into a whole new musical realm and proving 
his star power. Benfield’s greatest strength is his ability to jam on his 
own compositions, playing the rock god with his guitar, and in that 
he was sensational. 

A day or two earlier at Viva Variety 43 , an appreciative crowd 
applauded several acts pulled out of the hat by showman Steve 
Murray. Funnymen P.A. Cooley and Drew Todd did a scene from 
Quite Contrary, in which two queens meet in the Castro and en¬ 
gage in snappy gay-cliche repartee, employing such words as “brob- 
dignagian.” Fresh Meat Productions dancers Sean Dorsey and Mair 
Colbreath turned in a beautiful piece, with voice-over narrating 
the experience of a new girl in 4th grade class, bossy and magnet¬ 
ic, who mistakes Sean for a boy and asks for a kiss, prompting 
Dorsey (who is super boy-cute) to dance with Colbreath (playing 
the new girl) while musing on whether it’s right to fool mother na¬ 
ture. Vocalist Benn Bacot displayed his deep, rich seductive bara- 
tone. Tall, dignified, black, wearing hat and glasses, dapper in dark 
slacks and jacket over b/w-striped shirt, with white shoes, Bacot 
showed how smooth jazz can get. “You Don’t Know What Love Is,” 
he sang, and I believed him. Closing the show were vocalist/song¬ 
writer/pianist Spencer Day and cellist/jazz guitarist Yair Evnine, 
who rendered a couple of Day’s songs and an outstanding cover of 
Leonard Cohen’s “Hallelujah”, as smooth as k.d. lang’s version. ▼

easy, inevitable, visceral. The strug¬ 
gle is always dramatic, not in exe¬ 
cution of. the music. And though 
he tends to overpump on opening 
nights, by the second performance 
(which I heard) he usually has the 
balances perfect, so that even 
singers with less-than-internation- 
al quality voices come across. 

Top Gunn 

In that category, I have to as¬ 
sign Nathan Gunn’s Billy Budd. 
The only time his baritone sound¬ 
ed unambiguously strong was 
when he finished the “Billy in the 
Darbies” aria face down on the 
stage, with the floor projecting his 
sound. This is probably preaching 
to a small group of listeners, as 
Gunn, in his early 30s, father of 
five, and a “thinker,” is also a body¬ 
builder. His physique is splendid, 
and when he takes off his shirt in 
the sea chantey scene (which in¬ 
cludes a brief, unconvincing drag 
reference), there are audible gasps 
all over the War Memorial. He’s 
cute, too, but his feet-wide-apart, 
eager swaggering and prancing 
struck me as un-Billy-like. As a 
local actor in the audience point¬ 
ed out, this angelic young man 
needs a still, quiet authority to 
provide his moral center. 

On the other hand, if you fall 
for Gunn, you’ll think I’m picking 
nits; and indeed I am, for he was 
far superior to SFO’s previous 
Billy, Dale Deusing, just as Begley 
was superior to previous Veres, 
and Phillip Ens (Claggart) superi¬ 


or to Forbes Robinson and James 
Morris, to whom the idea of re¬ 
pressed homosexuality might be 
as foreign and repugnant as it 
would be to any number of Bush- 
era officials. Ens, though small, is 
an immensely physical actor, with 
a unique snarly bass that will carry 
him far in character parts. He, like 
Begley, seethed with repressed un¬ 
dercurrents. 

Though Willy Decker’s pro¬ 
duction, staged by Sabine Hart- 
mannshenn in b&w minimalist 
sets by Wolfgang Gussmann, 
melodramatically lighted by Hans 
Toelstede, skipped most of this in¬ 
terior psychology, the gaps were 
filled by the chorus, the smaller 


roles, the boys, even the little pow¬ 
der-monkeys. Particularly appeal¬ 
ing were Harold Gray Meers’ over¬ 
wrought Novice and Gregory 
Stapp’s compassionate Dansker. 

Ian Robertson’s male chorus 
was made for this opera. The re¬ 
stored scene for Vere and chorus 
that ends Act One of the original 
(here divided exactly in half into 
two acts, rather than four), and 
the frightening way those loyal 
men turn on Vere with guttural 
growls after Billy is hanged, were 
simply electrifying. T

ries, Deutsche Grammophon 
[DG] has just released a two-CD 
set featuring music heard in the 
documentaries. Bernstein con¬ 
ducts his own compositions as 
well as Ives, Tchaikovsky, Cop¬ 
land, Mahler, Hindemith and 
Britten. While the only works 
represented in their entirety are 
Copland’s “Fanfare for the Com¬ 
mon Man” and Ives’ “The Unan¬ 
swered Question,” there are two 
delicious bonuses, performances 
by Sarah Vaughan (“I Feel Pret¬ 
ty”) and the Oscar Peterson Trio 
(“Something’s Coming” from 
West Side Story). Sony’s Leonard 
Bernstein: A Total Embrace three- 
CD The Composer and The Con¬ 
ductor sets, issued last year, offer 
complementary fare. Also, Kultur 
International Films just released 
Bernstein’s groundbreaking New 
York Philharmonic Young People's 
Concerts on DVD. 

Equally important is the recent 
Chichester Psalms conducted by 
Bernstein protege Marin Alsop 
(Naxos), and upcoming multidisc 
Bernstein Edition boxes from DG. 
The six-CD set The Americans: 
Complete Recordings (DG) offers 
all of Lenny’s later recordings of 
works by American composers, 
including the first release of Lukas 
Foss’ Song of Songs. Gay com¬ 
posers include Barber, Copland, 
Del Tredici, and Rorem. 

Mass appeal 

Harmonia Mundi has just re¬ 


leased Bernstein’s controversial 
Mass (1971), performed by Kent 
Nagano and the Deutsches Sym- 
phonie-Orchester. Exploring 
darkness and light, Bernstein’s 
constant textual references to so¬ 
cial issues seem more relevant 
today than in 1971. “What is real, 
Lord, I don’t know,” might as well 
be commentary on today’s politi¬ 
cal scene. May the line “You may 
plan to rule forever, but you never 
do somehow” prove prophetic. 
With digs at imperialism, birth 
control, destruction of species, 
and organized religion, all that’s 
missing is a reference to priestly 
child abuse to make Mass copy for 
tonight’s 6 o’clock news. 

It still seems unsettling to hear 
West Side Story’s Jets dashing 
through the Cathedral, but Amer¬ 
ica’s unholy mix of fundamental¬ 
ism, politics, and Hollywood pro¬ 
duction values reveal Bernstein’s 
Mass to be more prescient than 
profane. Listen to Bernstein’s 
stunning 1977 Songfest, which in¬ 
cludes both an anti-racist duet 
juxtaposing Langston Hughes’ “I, 
Too, Sing America” with June Jor¬ 
dan’s “Okay ‘Negroes’” and a gor¬ 
geous bass solo paean to man- 
man love, set to the words of Walt 
Whitman. 

If you can get your hands on 
the NY Philharmonic’s 10-disc 
Bernstein Live set, by all means 
do so. Then reflect on the glories 
of West Side Story, the gay glitter 
of Candide, the pizzazz of On the 
Town and the revelations offered 
by Leonard Bernstein: An Ameri¬ 
can Life, to begin to understand 
how much we owe the man. ▼

ing, so instead of playing him as a 
complete dunce, I try to capture 
that measure of complete honesty. 

“I do him as more of a charac¬ 
ter than a caricature. Bush is very 
sincere about his own beliefs and 
crusade,” says Glick. “But the fact 
that it’s a crusade is what’s scary.” 

The actor also acknowledges 
how much we need comic relief in 
times like these. “A lot of people 
are worried about this election, 
and this is a really good opportu¬ 
nity to be in a community of like- 
minded people, interact with 
these issues, and laugh. I’m very 
excited to be there and let people 
boo at me. People really enjoy it 
— it’s almost like therapy.” 

Geduldig agrees that there’s a 
lot to worry about today. “How 
much closer can this country get 
to Nazi Germany in another four 
years, with 1,200 Middle-Eastern¬ 
ers being rounded up without due 
process? I was reading how much 
Europe wants Bush out of office,” 


she says. “Maybe Europe should 
invade us and restore democracy 
to the United States.” 

In addition to making sure that 
everyone you know is registered and 
votes, Geduldig says that the best 
tonic for today’s political worries is 
to take time to “stop reading and 
bitching, and laugh. Get energized 
for the next three weeks, to send 
George Bush back to Crawford.”

Once past, 
what is it, 10 or 11 years old, when 
the most wondrous penis possi¬ 
bilities are just becoming mani¬ 
fest, pecker fun’s the one thing he 
just can’t share with his buddies 
without being crushed by im¬ 
pending homosexualities. That’s 
probably what makes so many 
guys overripe to cut loose and 
shake it all around for the cameras 
of Guys Gone Wild. 

This all-male counterpart to 
the notorious boob-exposing 
Girls Gone Wild catches rowdy 
dudes during spring break at Can- 
cun, Daytona Beach, and other 
beer-and-testosterone-washed re¬ 
sorts where the overeager guys 
hardly wait for the all-girl camera 
crew’s bit of cajoling before show¬ 
ing off their bits. And not just 
showing: they got ’em swinging 
and a-swaying and flappin’ up, 
down and all around. The cocka¬ 
mamie antics of these guys make 
GGW the party DVD of the year. 
It’s a mix of stupid frat-boy antics 
and truly splendid hotties 
that’ll start you out laugh¬ 
ing and drooling, and 
leave you amazed by the 
sheer sociological won¬ 
derment of it all. Str8 
boys: they’re soooo ex¬ 
otic. Just where do they 
learn to 
hold their 
fingers in 
those 
crooked 

configurations, as they shout that 
peculiar, chesty howl 
“Whooooooo!” that you hear in 
stadiums and arenas? 

It’s obvious from the number 
of guys sporting shaved crotches 
in GGW that it’s not just gay boys 
who spend quality time with their 
dicks. It makes me wonder, 
though. Do str8 dudes talk about 
it with the other guys? Have shav¬ 
ing parties? Share shaving tips? Al¬ 
though the idea excites me no 
end, I doubt it. One show-off in 
GGW becomes shy only when he 


realizes who might be in the hall¬ 
way the camera crew is coaxing 
him to streak. “There’s too many 
guys out there,” he exclaims. “Guys 
are seeing me naked!” 

How do the guys defuse the 
homo-ness of showing off their 
cocks with their buddies around? 
One pair has macho props, wear¬ 
ing cowboy hats and 
tossing a football back 
and forth as they 
jump on their beds. A 
pair of huskies don’t 
mind oiling up each 
other’s pecs, but 
won’t flash together. One 
dude who 
lets his 
dick dan¬ 
gle while 
his buddy 
watches rationalizes with some 
freestyle rapping: “Guys are whip¬ 
ping out their dicks/but they’re 
still thinking about the chicks.” 

Flip flops 

The affable girls behind the 
camera skillfully keep things casu¬ 
al as they elicit the boys’ respons¬ 
es. “Hump the floor!” they en¬ 
courage. Run naked down the 
hall! Can you stand on your head 
naked? The answer to “Do you 
know any cock tricks?” is usually 
“No” (which I don’t believe), but 


the answer to “Can you flop it 
around for me?” is usually “Yes” 
(and is the reason we’re watch¬ 
ing). One cowboy enjoys his free¬ 
dom so much he can’t stop flap- 
pin’ it about while merely chatting 
with the girls. He realizes he’s gone 
too far only after brandishing 
some toy pistols. “I’m not even a 
sexual object anymore,” he 
laments. “I’m a comedic prop!” 

He’s one of the few with that 
sort of smarts. The nine rubes 
who don g-strings and cock socks 
and swill beer as they conga 
through the hotel lobby certainly 
take no notice of the stereotypes 
they’re upholding. But they’re not 
pretty, and have probably long un¬ 
derstood their position as jesters. 
The show’s largest quotient, how¬ 
ever, are princes, and need no ex¬ 
cuse. These strikingly pretty, 
ripped, solidly rumped and some¬ 
times surprisingly well-hung men 
are ready to be appreciated, and 
share their beauty with modest 
generosity. And lots of dick-wag- 
ging- 

Guys Gone Wild is hot and hi¬ 
larious, and though it’s only an 
hour, its effect hasn’t lessened in 
the three times I’ve watched it. I 
can’t wait to get my hands on the 
next two upcoming volumes of 
Guys Gone Wild, www.guys-

Women I Have Dressed (and Un¬ 
dressed) by Arnold Scaasi; Scrib¬ 
ner, $25 

^|P he most important thing to 
keep in mind when consid¬ 
ering designer Arnold 
Scaasi’s most recent release, is that 
the author still plies his trade in 
Manhattan. Scaasi is actively en¬ 
gaged in creating couture designs 
for the rich and famous, and there¬ 
fore, you can safely assume that a 
great deal of smoke will be blown. 
Scaasi fawns and flatters, never re¬ 
vealing anything critical about his 
clients; certainly, no tales are told 
that might cause a patron to seek 
design counsel on friendlier shores. 

The designer’s childhood, 
spent primarily in Montreal, is re¬ 
lated briefly in the opening pages 
of Women I Have Dressed, and 
there is real potential in his per¬ 
sonal journey. Born to an upper- 
middle-class Jewish family, young 
Arnold Isaacs had a flair for fash¬ 
ion from his earliest years. After 
some world travels and serious 


study in both Montreal and Paris, 
young Arnold reversed the 
spelling of his last name and 
Scaasi was born. In record time, he 
got a job designing clothes in 
Manhattan, and swiftly moved to 
the head of the class in the late 
1950s. Ready-to-wear collections, 
couture originals, and costumes 
for stage and screen followed. 

Scaasi writes most engagingly 
about Joan Crawford, Barbra 
Streisand, and Claudette Colbert, 
providing prose snapshots that are 
memorable. But most of his recol¬ 
lections are either superficial or too 
focused on the materials, fabrics, 
and feathers he used for individual 
creations. Most of the society 
doyennes who decorate the pages 
of Women I Have Dressed have no 
cultural currency for the average 
reader. But things really get inter¬ 
esting when Scaasi writes about the 
Bush women, Barbara and Laura. 

A noticeably Republican tone 
sets in when he first discusses his 
designs for Mamie Eisenhower, 
but it is Scaasi’s flattery of Barbara 
Bush that sends his credibility 
right into the toilet. Dubya’s 
bovine mother is described as “an 


elegant lady” and “not overweight 
and not really large-large... she 
was quite well proportioned.” 
Right. And when Scaasi is invited 
by Mrs. Bush’s secretary to stay at 
the White House the night before 
the First Lady donates her Scaasi 
inaugural gown to the Smithson¬ 
ian, he asks if he and Parker Ladd, 
his domestic partner of several 
decades, can have the Lincoln 
bedroom. The room request is 
honored, but Scaasi is told by Bar¬ 
bara Bush’s secretary, “Parker can 
stay at my house.” 

The author has no problem 
whatsoever with this amazing in¬ 
sult. He seems incapable of grasp¬ 
ing the second-class status con¬ 
ferred on his relationship by the 
separate lodgings; a jubilant Scaasi 
has nothing but nice things to say 
about the entire Bush clan. If he has 
any doubts about where he really 
stands with them, he and Ladd need 
only apply for a marriage license. Or 
Scaasi can call his more recent Bush 
client, Laura, and ferret out her feel¬ 
ings on Constitutional amend¬ 
ments banning gay marriage. 

Ambition can be a terrible 
thing. T
